STEP UP ATTACK 


Vietminh Capture An- 
other Post in North- 
west, Only 700 Yards 
From Nerve Center of 


' Dien Bien Phu. 


SAIGON, Indochina, April 23 
(AP) — American-airlifted para- 
troopers from France began 
pouring into Indochina today as 
the desptrate French defenders 
of Dien Bien Phu battled new 
Vietminh attacks on their hard- 
hit northwest defenses. 


Communist troops captured 
another French outpost in the 
northwestern sector of the for- 
tress after a day of see-saw at- 
tacks. The Red gain put the 
Vietminh only 700 yards from 
the nerve center of Dien Bien 
Phu’s defenses. 

The first of a fleet of United 
States Air Force C-124 Globe- 
masters touched down in Saigon 
today with 220 beret-wearing 
French troops who were rushed 
out of Paris's Orly field Tues- 


day. 

The total number being fer- 
ried out by the American Air 
Force in the hurry-up move to 
save Dien Bien Phu was a mili- 
tary secret. Advices from Paris 
said the Americans  possiBly 
would airlift 1000 troops in 10 
planes. 

Forced to Detour. 

En route they were forced to 
detour from the direct Europe- 
to-Asia commercial route to re- 
fuel at the British base at Co- 
lombo, Ceylon. India’s Prime 
Minister Nehru announced that 
his government would permit no 
foreign troops to cross Indian 
territory, by air or by any other 
route. 

(The United Press said reports 
at Colombo indicated Burma also 
had refused landing rights to 
the American planes. It also 
stated that reports from Karachi, 
Paki¢tan, said at least some of 
airlift transports landed and re- 
fueled at Karachi with the full 
co-operation 
government). = 

Dispatchés from Colombe said 
three of the giant, troop-packed 
Globemasters landed there yes- 
terday and two more came in 
today. Bangkok, the capital of 
Thailand, was their next stop 
before Saigon. 

The first airlift plane stopped 
only briefly in Saigon. It soon 
roared off toward and undis- 
closed airfield outside the com- 
bat area to deposit its burden 
of fighting men. Planes manned 
by pilots from the French air 
force or American civilians will 
drop them into Dien Bien Phu. 

The reinforcements were 
sorely needed at Dien Bien Phu, 
where Red troops smashed again 
today into the northwestern sec- 
tor defenses cf the shrinking 
French Union fortress 

Outer Lines Breached. 

In today’s fighting the Reds 
breached the outer lines of 
barbed wire guarding the for- 
tress’s heart and then fell back 
under furious counterattacks. 
They finally won the outpost 
only 700 yards from the center 
of Dien Bien Phu’s constricted 
French Union lines. ~ 

In a welter of mud, the rebels 
were stopped in hand-to-hand 
fighting today by French, Mo- 
roccan and Viet Namese troops 
and Foreign Legionnaires. The 
garrison forces leaped from 


their trenches with bayoneted 
rifles and grenades and grap-

China.” It was very clear to 
Bidault and Eden that Dulles 
would accept no compromise on 
this question. _ 

American diplomats are spec- 
ulating on the motive for the 
Russian note. They believe that 
it was*sent in respowse to Chi- 
nese pressure and they doubt 
that the Russians would use this 
demand as a reason to walk out 
at Geneva even before the con- 
ference has begun. That possi- 
bility cannot, however, be en- 
tirely ruled out. 

Other Attempts Expected. 

Certainly the Russian demand 
will not end the Soviet effort 
to raise Communist China to a 
higher grade as one of the 
great powers directing, and not 
merely participating in, the 
conference. Another attempt is 
expected at Geneva when it is 
believed the Russians will in- 
sist on rotating the presidency 
of the conference among the 
five powers, which would also 
in effect upgrade China’s posi- 
tion.

“Aggression {s-still a terrible 
reality,” he said. “Either the 
nations will build a co-operative 
peace or, one by one, they will 
be forced to accept an imposed 


peace, now sought by the Com- 
munist powers, as it was by 
Hitler.” 

Indirectly, he chided his audi- 
ence of about 2000 at the forty- 
first anniversary dinner of the 
Bureau of Advertising of the 
American Newspaper Publishers 


“of events which divide” because 
it may be more spectacular than 

“developments which unify.” 
Urges ‘Facts in Perspective.’ 

“A free press can discharge its 
responsibility to free people 
‘only by giving all the facts in 
balance,” The President _ said. 
“Facts in perspective are vital to 
citizen judgments. 

“Sound judgment is crucial to 
the preservation of freedom. 
Hence a free press ean sustain 
itself only by responsibly report- 
ing all the facts and ideas—the 
spectacular and the unspectacu- 
lar, the unifying facts and the 
divisive.” 

Eisenhower's address, hailed 
before delivery as a declaration 
of major policy, was greeted sev- 
eral times by applause. The 
strongest burst came when he 
paid tribute to Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles as a man de- 
voted “from babyhood” to the 
kind of peace Americans are 
seeking. 

In urging newspapers to em- 
phasize the necessity of a com- 
mon goal for peace to meet the 
“terrible reality” of aggression, 
the President named no names 
and gave no examples of the 
types of reporting he consid- 
ered injurious. 

Members of the audience who 
expected him to discuss the 
crisis in Indochina or to give 
views on the news handling of 
the “hydrogen bomb explosions 
or the current McCarthy hear- 
ings were disappointed. He 
spoke in broad generalities. 

U.N. Offers Forum, He Says. 

“Within the United Nations,” 
he said, pleading for interna- 
tional understanding, “we pos- 
sess a giobal forum where we 
can plead the cause of peace 
so that even the men of the 
Kremlin must listen.”

Belieu, Stevens’ executive offi- 
cer, after Cohn was denied ac- 
cess to a secret laboratory. 
Stevens said Cohn at the time 
was extremely angry at not be- 
ing allowed to enter. 

The charge that the McCarthy 
group has seen FBI files was 
first made March 13 by Sen- 
ator J. William Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas. He said then 
he was convinced of this and 
that the information was being 
“misused.” 

He said he did not know how 
the subcommittee got the in- 
formation and did not blame 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover. 

The next day Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert Brownell Jr. 
denied Fulbright’s contention. 
He said he had personally 
looked into the matter and that 
the FBI “has permitted no-such 
thing during my term as Attor- 
ney General.”

In yesterday’s initial session, 
he prompted concern among 
some of his senatorial bosses 
when he asked if it was not true 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy’s 
hunt for Communists is ex- 
tremely important to the na- 
tion’s security. Some of the Sen- 
ators feared he might be giving 
the impression of favoring Mc- 
Carthy. 

In directing the questioning, 
Jenkins often blew the whistle 
on McCarthy when he ran afoul 
of the subcommittee’s rules or 
his own idea ef how things 
should be run. 

Jenkins operates with confi- 
dence born of long experience 
in the courtroom. He is 57 years 
old and has practiced law for 
34 years, handling among other 
things more than 600 homicide 
cases. He has never lost a client 
to the electric chair. 

He sits next to Chairman Kar! 
E. Mundt (Rep.) South Dakota. 
He represents neither side, only 
the subcommittee, and under 
the committee’s rules he gets 
first crack at each witness. With

And I pointed out to him 
that I had served; my sons 
had served, and we all think 
we got a great deal out of it 
in ad@ition to having the op- 
portunity of serving our coun- 
try. 

Q. Do you recall his reply to 
that Mr. Secretary? 

A. I think that it made some 
impression on Mr. Schine, I 
don’t know, of course, how 
much. 

Q. That was on October 14, 
as we understand it? 

A.. That is correct. 

Q. During that day, at any 
time, either at the hearings, 
luncheons or elsewhere, did or 
not Senator McCarthy or any 
member of his staff speak to 
you with reference to Schine? 

A. I do not recall that. 

Q. When did you come back 
to Washington? 

A. I came back that afternoon, 
sir. 

Q. When was your next con- 
tact with the committee? 

A. My next contact with the 
committee was on Oct. 20. 

Q. Where? 

A. This was a trip that we 
made to Fort Monmouth. 

Q. We meaning whom? 

A. Meaning we had planned 
a trip, Mr. Jenkins, to go down 
there. I wanted to visit the in- 
stallation, see how things were. 

Q. The installation at Fort 
Monmouth, we understand? 

A. Yes, sir, and I invited 
Senator McCarthy and any 
members of his staff or any 
members of the committee that 
cared to, to go along with me. 
Senator McCarthy did go, Mr. 
Cohn went, Mr. Adams went, 
Mr. Jones of Senator Potter’s 
office, I believe, went, and I 
think Mr. Rainville went. 

Q. Mr. Jones of Senator Pot- 
ter’s office, is that correct? 


A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was there a representative 
of any other member of this 
committee present? 

A. Yes, sir. I think Mr. Rain- 
ville of Senator Dirksen’s office 
was with us. 

Q. Do we understand, Mr. Sec- 
retary, that all of the men whose 
names you have mentioned left 
Washington and went to Fort 
Monmouth by plane? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, Mr. Secretary, with- 
out my asking you specific ques- 
tions and for the purpose of ex- 
pediting this hearing as much 
as possible, I want you to now 
take up the events of Oct. 20, 
beginning with the start of the 
trip here in Washington and 
continuing throughout the day. 

Gives Details of Trip. 

A. Well, we left here by plane 
and flew to, I think it was 
Etonton, N. J. There was a fair 
amount of discussion, of course, 
about the Fort Monmouth dis- 
cussion on the plane going 
down. I had gained the impres- 
sion on the previous meeting, 
which was the 14th of October, 
in New York, that Senator Mc- 
Carthy was approaching the 
point where he felt that he 
would turn the prosecution, if 
you will, of the investigation 
over to the Army. I think this 
was discussed some on the 
plane. We were met, when we 
landed at the airport, by Sen- 
ator H. Alexander Smith, of 
New Jersey, and Gen. Lawton, 
the commanding general. We 
drove to the Fort Monmouth 
installation, and were later 
joined by Congressman Auchin- 
closs of the third New Jersey 
district: We went into the head- 
quarters building and had a 
meeting with Gen. Lawton and 
members of his staff, which all 
of us, as I recall it, from Wash- 
ington, attended, and that was 
—there we had a discussion of 
the security measures at Fort 


Monmouth, opportunities for 
questioning the commanding 
General and members of his 


staff. Then when that meeting 
adjourned, we went out for a 

. visit around the installation to 
get an idea of what it was like, 
what the different buildings 
were and laboratories. 

Q: May I interrupt with one 
question. Had you not, prior to 
that date and since your instal- 
lation as Secretary of the Army, 
visited Fort Monmouth? 

A. This was my first visit. 

Mr. Jenkins: Very well. 
ahead. 

Secretary Stevens: It was on 
this trip around to some of these 
laboratories, we came to one 
lab which required a special se- 
curity clearance to gain admit-

tance. As Secretary of the 
Army— 

Mr. Jenkins: Without giving 
away any information that might 
be of aid or comfort to the ene- 
my, if there is one, describe the 
nature of that installation. 
Secretary Stevens: That in- 
stallation has to do with ad- 
vanced research and develop- 
ment on radar. 


Mr. Jenkins: Very well. 


Secretary Stevens: I was 
qualified, as Secretary of the 
Army, holding the highest 
clearances, to enter the labora- 
tory, but it was not clear 
whether anybody else was or 
wasn’t, I made an on-the-spot 
decision that I wanted to see 
the lab, and I would take with 
me those in the party who had 
been elected to the Congress by 
the people of the United States. 
That included Senator Mc- 
Carthy, Senator Smith, and Con- 
gressman Auchinloss. 


Mr. Jenkins: State whether 
or not Mr. Adams was admitted. 
Secretary Stevens: Y € §&, 
Adams, I believe was in. He 
has proper clearance, and I 
think he was in. 


Mr. Jenkins: You may proceed. 
Go ahead. : 

Secretary Stevens: We spent 
possibly 10 or 12 minutes in 
the lab, and then came out; 
and when we came out I 
quickly became aware that Mr. 
Cohn was exceedingly angry 
that he had not been per- 
=" to go with us into the 

ab. 

Q. Now I want you to describe 
o the committee the reactions, 
the conduct, the statements of 
Mr. Cohn on that occasion, stat- 
ing what you know personally, 
stating also information given 
to you by those present and 
whom you expect to use as wit- 
nesses in the investigation of 
thi controversy. 

A. All right, Mr. Jenkins. 
Col. Belieu, my military assist- 
ant, told me that Mr. Cohn— 
Q. Is he the young man sit- 
ting behind you now? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Jenkins: Go ahead. 

Secretary Stevens: —That 
Mr. Cohn had been very pro- 
voked, and that he had made 
statements substantially as 
follows: “This is war. I am 
cleared for the highest classi- 
fied information. I have ac- 
cess to FBI files when I want 
them. They did this just to 
embarrass me. We will now 
really investigate the Army.” 

I also learned later that with- 
in the hearing of Lt. Corr— 

Q. Will you identify him? You 
are identifying him now, I see. 
A. Aide to Gen. Lawton, the 
commanding general at Fort 
Monmouth, and Mr. Slattery, 
who is the head of the counter- 
measures division at Fort Mon- 
mouth, that within their hearing 
Mr. Cohn was heard to Say, 
“This is a declaration of war.” 
Q. I will ask you whether or 
not Corr was and is a lieuten- 
ant?

Q. Do you know what his re- 
ply was or what statement Corr 
made to you or the commanding 


officer?

A. No, I don’t know that a

Q. Are you reliably informed 
by those whom you will ve 
present to establish that fact, 
what Corr’s reply was, and will 
you please state it? ~

A. I can’t. state dt, 
Jenkins. 

Q. Very well. I understood 
you to say you could: 

A. But Lt. Corr can and will. 

Q. Will he be available as a 
witness? . 

A. He will. 

Q. All right. What next was 
done or said at Fort Monmouth 
on Oct. 20? . 

A. Yes, sir. This particular 
lab, and then we went into 
another secret lab, and we had 
approximately the same di- 
vide up of people but that 
was a relatively short visit and 
when we came out and we 
finally got the party together, 
it was still very apparent. to 
me that Mr. Cohn was very- 
much provoked by the whole 
proceeding and when we went 
back to the headquarters 
building the same room we 
had been in before, and we 
had a sort of a box luncheon 
in that building. 

Q. I want you to tell what 
transpired at that luncheon. 

A. Well, Mr. Cohn. was s0 
obvioudly provoked by the 


whole proceeding that I took . 


it upon myself, Mr. Jenkins, 
to try to calm him down a lit- 
tle bit, you might say. 

Q. What did you say or do 
with the idea of calming him 
down, as you put it? 

A. Well, I said it was too 
bad that there wasn’t time 
available at the door of the 
laboratory to make all of the 
necessary inquiries about who 
was cleared for what, and 
therefore I had made that 
on-the-spot decision and I 
certainly did not intend to of- 
fend anybody by it, but I 
did the best I could and I did 
not intend it as any offense 
to Mr. Cohn or anyone else. 

Q. Was that in the nature of 
of an apology, Mr. Secretary? 

A. I would say that it was. 

Q. Very well. You may pro- 


ceed. 

A. Well, I would say it was in 
the nature of an apology. I don’t 
know, sir, I am trying to rethink 
that one over as to whether 
apology is the right word, I 
knew that I had not done any- 
thing that was wrong on the one 
hand; and I felt in my heart I 
had done what was right. I tried 
to. protect the interests of the 
United States. 

Q. Did you make any effort 
on that day to stop this inves- 
tigation of the First Army Area 
and Fort Monmouth? 

A. No, sir; I did not. We 
talked about it at length in the 
meeting. 

Q. Were those statements that 
you made, whether they could 
be construed as an apology or 
not, designed to prevent the 
declaration of war? 

A. No, sir; they certainly were 
not. 

Q. Or a continued investiga- 
tion for Fort Monmouth? 


A. When there is a declara- 
tion of war, Mr. Jénkins, I am 
Secretary of the Army; and there 
was a declaration of war, and I 
am the Secretary of the Army. 

Mr. Jenkins: Very well. 

Secretary Stevens: For pur- 
poses of this hearing. 


Q. Mr. Secretary, did anything 
— occur on the day of Oct. 


Appeared With McCarthy. 


A. Well, after some discussioh 
after lunch, there was a press 
conference, Senator McCarthy 
was there and Senator Smith, 
and Congressman Auchincloss, 
and myself, and I think most of 
the other gentlemen were in the 
room, and questions were put 
back and forth. Mr. McCarthy 
made some statements and so 
did I, and later we went out and 
I appeared with Senator McCar- 
thy before the cameras on the 
lawn, outside. And then I pro- 
ceeded back or we proceed back 
to the airport and I returned to 
Washington. 

Q. And that is a narration, 
as we understand it, of all the 
events that you consider ‘im- 
portant that occurred on Oct. 
20th? 


A. Yes, sir, I think those are 
the important ones. Of course, 
I could talk a lot more about: 
that today. 

Q. Mr. Secretary, did the 
Senator and his staff return to 
Washington with you that after- 
noon or evening? 

A. My recollection is, and I 
would have to check this, my 
recollection is that they— 

Q. To refresh your recollec- 
tion, was that or not the date 
upon which the Senator had of- 
ficial business in Boston? I may 
be in error about it. 

A. No, I think not, sir. 

Q. Very well. Did the group— 

A. As a group, most of us 
came back, but I couldn’t say 
positively that nobody went from 
Monmouth to New York. Per- 
haps somebody did. 

Q. When was your next con- 
tact with the staff? That is, the 
investigative staff. 

A. Well, David Schine called 
me up on the 21st of October, I 
think that was the next day. 

Q. And what was said to you 
on that occasion by David 
Schine? 

A. Well, David Schine, still, 
I think, harbored the hope, shall 
we say, that he cpuld do some 
special job of investigation 
rather than— 

Q. With the Army? 

A. Yes. 

Q. In lieu of his services with 
the committee, is that what you 
understood? 

A, Yes, in the event that he 
actually was taken into the 
Army. 

Q. Was there anything else 
of interest in your conversation 
with David Schine on Oct. 21?

Q. Were you in conference 
with Mr. Cohn on the twenty- 
seventh of October.

Schine was going to be inducted 
into the Army on the third of 
November, and he said he had 
two ideas in mind with respect 
to this. 

Q. This is a telephone conver- 
sation you are relating?

Q. What was Mr. Cohn’s reac- 
tion to that information?

Q. You did agree, then, for 
Mr. Schine to be assigned to 
New York City during the first 
two weeks of his basic training, 
is that what we understand, Mr. 
Secretary? 


A. No, sir; it was not. The 
basic training was not to start 
until later, Mr. Jenkins. That 
was during the so-called pre- 
indoctrination period. I agreed 
that David Schine could go on 
temporary duty at First Army 
if needed by this committee for 
purposes of committee work. 

Mr. Jenkins: Very well. 


A. The date was the twenty- 


seventh of October.

You are, of course, cosmopoli- 
tan in thought and character; at 
least I am quite well aware that 
after sitting between the St. 

Post-Dispatch and _ the 
Minneapolis Star and Tribune, 
that you are not members of a 
one-party press. 

Eight years ago—almost to tlie 
day—I addressed your bureau 
of advertising. At that moment, 
the horror of war was a bitter 


memory of the recent past. A | 


revulsion against war or any re- 
minder of War possessed our peo- 
ple. The atmosphere was charged 
with emotionalism that could 
have destroyed our military 
strength. Fortunately, our news- 
papers did nodt then permit us, 
nor are they now permitting us, 
to forget the ever-present reality 
of aggressive threat. 

Aggression is still a terrible 
reality, though on all the con- 
tinents and the islands of the 
earth, mankind hungers for 
peace. This universal hunger 
must be satisfied. 

Either the nations will build 
@ co-operative peace or, one 
by one, they will be forced to 
accept an imposed peace, now 
sought by the Communist 
powers, as it was by Hitler. 

But free men still possess the 
greater portion of the globe’s re- 
sources and of the potential pow- 
er to be produced therefrom. 
They possess scientific skill, in- 
tellectual. capacity and sheer 
numbers in excess of those avail- 
able to the Communists. Conse- 
quently, free men can have a 
co-operative peace, if with hearts 
and minds cleansed of fear and 
doubt, together they dedicate 
themselves to it in unity and in 
understanding and in strength. 

It is urgent that we try to 
clarify our thinking about the 
prospect. Let us start with our 
own present position. This na- 
tion ig a marvel of production, 
rich in total wealth and individ- 
ual earnings; powerful in a 
unique combination of scientific, 
military, economic and moral 
strength. For generations our 
country has been free from the 
devastation of war in her home 
land and is blessed with staunch 
and friendly neighbors. We cov- 
et no nation’s possessions. We 
seek only the friendship of oth- 
ers. We are eager to repay this 
priceless gift in the same coin. 

Surely, the United States—by 
all the standards of history— 
should possess a genuine peace 
and tranquillity. 

But our nation today is not 
truly trafiquil. We, her people, 
face a grave danger which, in 
essence at least, all of us under- 
stand. This danger, this peril 
calls for two far-reaching poli- 
cies or purposes behind which 
all in our country should be 
solidly united. They are: 

First: All our efforts must 
be bent to the strengthening 
of America in dedication to 
liberty; in knowledge and 
comprehension; in a depend- 
able prosperity widely shared; 
and in an adequate military 
posture. 

Second: This strength must 
be devoted to the building of 
a co-operative peace among 
men. 

These are the fixed purposes 
of the vast majority of our peo- 
ple. But in a world of ideological 
division, competitive rivalry, 
turbulent crisis in one place and 
political upheaval in another, 
their achievement demands far 
more than good intentions or 
glowing words. 

Domestic Unity. 

If we are to build and main- 
tain the strength required to 
cope with the problems of this 
age, we must co-operate one 
with the other, every section 
with all others, each group with 
its neighbors. This means do- 
mestic unity, about which I talk 
incessantly. Unity does not im- 
ply rigid conformity to every 
doctrine or position of a partic- 
ular political figure. But it does 
require a common devotion to 
the cardinal principles of our 
free system; shared knowledge 
and understanding of our own 
capacities and opportunities; and 
a common determination to co- 
operate unreservedly in striving 
toward our truly important 
goals. This type of unity is the 
true'source of our great energy 
—our spiritual, intellectual, ma- 
terial and creative energy. 

Furthermore, our people, 
strong and united, must co- 
operate with other nations in 
helping build a co-operative 
peace. Such co-operation re- 
,auires the American people to 
increase their understanding 
of their fellowmen around the 
globe: Likewise, the nations 
beyond our shores must come 
to understand better the 
American people—particular- 
ly our hopes and our purposes. 
And, because of the relative- 
iy greater stake we have in 
world stability, because his- 

has decreed that responsi- 
bility of leadership shall be 
placed upon this nation, we 
niust take the initiative in the 
development of that genuine 
international understanding on 
which a co-operative peace 
must be built. 

In these truths I find my justi- 
fication for this appearance be- 
fore you. The increase of un- 
derstanding and knowledge is a 
task that cannot be accomplished 
solely by our schools or our 


churches or from political plat- 
forms. The malignant germs of 
misunderstanding and misinfor- 
mation are at work in the minds 
of men 24 hours of every day. 
To combat them challenges the 
study and the effort of every 
individual who occupies any 
position of influence on public 
opinion. 

Every hewspaper, every mag- 
azine, every radio and television 
station has the mission of bring- 
ing home to all our people and 
to as many other people of the 
world as we can reach, the facts 
of existence today. But this is 
not enough. 

The Press and Crime. 

Every agency of human com- 
munication also must help peo- 
ple everywhere achieve per- 
spective with respect to facts.

Only with- 
in such framework shall we 
reach clear decisions in the wag- 
ing of the continuous struggle 
for a stronger America, a peace- 
ful world. 

Domestic unity and strength 
as well as international under- 
standing depend, therefore, in 
great part, on the free flow of 
information, and its balanced 
presentation. 

I am not suggesting that the 
cause of domestic unity would 
be served by any attempt of 
yours to slant the news, or to 
turn your news columns into 
editorials. The consequent loss 
of public respect and confidence 
would soon destroy the influence 
of the press. But I do believe 
most earnestly that the press 
should give emphasis to the 
things that unite the American 
people equal to that it gives to 
the things that divide them. 

News of events which divide 
may be more spectacular than 
news of developments which 
unify. But a free press can 
discharge its responsibility to 
free people only by giving all 
the facts in balance. Facts in 
perspective are vital to valid 
citizen judgments. Sound 
judgment is crucial to the 
preservation of freedom. 

Hence a free press can sustain 
itself only by responsibly re- 
porting all the facts and ideas 
—the spectacular and the un- 
spectacular, the unifying facts 
and the divisive.

James Madison once 
wrote: “A popular government 
without popular information or 
the means of acquiring it is but 
a prologue to a farce or a 
tragedy or perhaps both.” So we 
are talking of a problem that 
the responsible governmental 
officiel! cannot ignore, just as 
none of you can close your eyes 
to it. 

We are not moving toward 
farce or tragedy. Knowledge of 
the facts and of their interrela- 
tionships is more than ever es- 
sential to the solution of human 
problems. 

A Difficult Task.

At 
this juncture in world affairs, 
ignorance of each other’s ca- 
pacities, hopes, prejudices, 
beliefs and intentions can 
destroy co-operation and breed 
war. 

Nowhere on this planet to- 
day is there an impregnable 
fortress, a continent or island 
so distant that it can ignore 
all the outer world. If this is 
not to be the age of atomic 
hysteria and horror, we must 
make it the age of internation- 
al understanding and co-oper- 
ative peace. Even the most 
rabid Marxist, the most ruth- 
less worshiper of force, will in

Communist Propaganda. 


The Communist propaganda 
machine, for instance, tirelessly 
tells all the world that our free 
enterprise system inevitably 
must collapse in mass unem- 
ployment, industrial strife, fi- 
nancial bankruptcy. Time and 
again, Communistic propaganda 
has shifted and reversed its 
tactics. But this one charge is 
firmly fixed in the party line 
from Matfx to Malenkov. 

Our United States Informa- 
tion Service, co-operating with 
similar efforts by friendly na- 
tions, seeks to combat propa- 
ganda with truth. Every dollar 
we put into it, when wisely 
used, will repay us dividends in 
the triumph of truth and the 
building of understanding. But 
our official information service 
is properly limited in purpose, 
as it is in size. The mass of 
information of us and to us 
must flow through the estab- 
lished publicity media of the

several nations. Of all these we 


think ours the best and the | 


most efficient. 

Yet, a study in which, I am 
told, many of you co-operated, 
shows that the average daily 
newspaper in the United States 
prints about four columns a 
day of news stories from abroad. 
I do not know whether that is 
too little, too much, or about 
right. But I do know that in 
this amount of daily space it is 
hard to inform the American 
people about relevant happen- 
ings in all other countries. 

Two thirds of this foreign 
news was found to be about im- 
portant official ceremonies and 
events in other countries—about 
their internal political crises, 
their foreign relations involve- 
ments, their official statements 
and pronouncements. Very little 
of the news has to do with the 
man in the street, or with his 
social, educational, cultural, 
civic and religious life and his- 
tory. Yet an understanding of 
these is indispensable to an 
understanding of a nation. 

The same _ specialists who 
studied this question also ex- 
amined many European news- 
papers. There, too, news about 
the average American was scant. 
Those among you who have 
spent years abroad have un- 
doubtedly been amazed by the 


frequency with which mislead- | © 


ing or distorted opinions of our 
individual and national life are 
expressed by citizens of other 
countries. 


What Others Think. 
It is always disconcerting to 
hear foreign friends speak dis- 


paragingly of the American 
civilization as a collection of 


shiny gadgets. It is alarming to 
know that we are considered so 
immature in world politics as 
to be ready to provoke a war 
recklessly and needlessly. It is 
even worse to learn that we are 
often judged as power-hungry 
as the men.in the Kremlin. 
Because of a tragic failure 
to understand us and our pur- 
poses, the citizen of Western 
Europe frequently looks upon 
America and the U.S.S.R. as 
two great power complexes, each 
seeking only the most propitious 
moment in which to crush the 
other by force. He believes also 
that, in the meantime, each 
seeks alliances with nations 
throughout Europe with the sole 


. purpose of using them as pawns 


when the moment of crfSis ar- 
rives. 

We know that we seek only 
peace, by co-operation among 
equals. Success in this great 
purpose requires that others 
likewise know this 

As individuals we are fre- 
quently pictured as rich, indif- 
ferent to all values other than 
money, careless of the rights of 
others and ignorant of the con- 
tributions others have made to 
re progress of Western civiliza- 
tion. 

Undoubtedly these misconcep- 
tions are partially the result of 
Communist propaganda. But 
they flourish in the lack of com- 
prehensive, truthful two-way in- 
formation. 


Here at home we need fuller 
and better information of oth- 
ers if we are wisely to direct 
our policies toward real secur- 
ity. Many of us incorrectly as- 
sume that all other countries 
would like to live under a sys- 
tem identical or similar to ours. 
Some believe that all foreigners 
are lazy or decadent—that few 
pay taxes, that they hate us, 
for the sole reason that we are 
prosperous. We hear often that 
the people of a particular nation 
are cowardly, or have no love 
of country or pride in their 
citizenship. Too often we think 
of them as physically weak, in- 
tellectually shallow and spirit- 
ually defeated. 

Of course, there are individ- 
uals everywhere who fit these 
descriptions—but it is dangerous 
to us and to peace when we care- 
lessly speak in generalities of 
this kind, characterizing an en- 
tire nation. 

We live in a small world, and 
only by a co-operative effort of 
the free peoples occupying im- 
portant areas can we build se- 
curity and peace. It is not a 
question of turning the press, 
radio, television and newsreels 
into media of sugar-coated prop- 
aganda, “selling” America to the 
Frenchman, France to the Ger- 
man, and Britain to the Ameri- 


an. - 

It is quite different from 
that. I repeat: for under- 
standing we need the facts and 
the perspective within which 
they fit. I am sure that the 
free press in all free coun- 
tries has made real progress 
in this direction. But I think 


a lot more can, and by all 
means should, be done. The 


diplomatic world have no other 
thought or no other purpose than 
that which I have just stated— 
the achievement of a co-opera- 
tive peace among the free na- 
tions; and eventually to enlarge 
that by appealing to the common 
sense representing the facts of 
the world as they are today to 
all others so that even the iron 
wall must crumble and all men 
enjoined together.

EISENHOWER SAYS U.S. 
SPIRITUAL UNITY WILL WIN 
COLD WAR, STAY HOT WAR

A Chance for Peace?

The current revelations of the 
awesome power of the H-bomb explo- 
sions in the Pacific are stirring more 
talk on atemic controls or bans on 
atomic weapons here and throughout 
the world.

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Nightmare 

The most amazing fact about the McCarthy-vs.- 
Army investigation is that there could be such a 
thing at all, 

Milliéns of citizens who are seeing it in whole 
or in part of television must feel like pinching 
themselves from time to time. They must won- 
der if they are actually awake. 

Reasons for believing that these proceedings 
must all be a bad dream are very strong. For 
the hearing, necessary though it had become, 
would make far more sense as a nightmare than 
as a reality. 

With the international situation so uncertain 
that no one knows what the next day may bring, 
Secretary of the Army Stevens and Under Sec- 
retary of State Smith stop their important work 
in behalf of the nation’s security. They stop 
their work to answer question after question 
about repeated efforts to get preferential treat- 
ment for one altogether unimportant private in 
the Army, G. David Schine, formerly a volun- 
teer “consultant” on the McCarthy subcommittee 
staff whom the Senator himself tagged a “pest.” 

With matters so grave as the possibility of 
involvement directly in the Indochinese war and 
the urgent need for control of atomic weapons 
confronting them, adult efitizens spend precious 
time sorting out the welter of charges and coun- 
ter-charges of “blackmail,” “barefaced lies,” 
“complete falsehoods” and “untruths.”’

With President Eisenhower's extensive pro- 
gram for new legislation moving through Con- 
gress at snail’s pace or not at all, seven members 
of the United States Senate settle down to de- 
vote themselves indefinitely to the inquiry—and 
an eighth Senator sits in as a principal witness. 

Why? 

All because of one man—Joseph R. McCarthy, 
Republican Senator from Wisconsin—and the 
perverted power he has been allowed to exer- 
cise by the people of his state, by his colleagues 
in Congress and by the responsible heads of the 
executive branch of the Government. 

Surely the most idolatrous McCarthy worship- 
per has had the blindfold drop away from his 
eyes by now. Surely the most devoted partisan 
of the “‘city slicker from Appleton,” as Catholic 
Bishop Sheil of Chicago calls him, has been at 
last led to distrust if not to outright disavowal. 

The trickery, the deceit, the skill at confusion, 
the ever-readiness to distort and distract—all 
were on display. So too were“the mock concern, 
the fake solicitude, the false distress at the wast- 
ing of time, the oily courtesy. , 

With seven of his colleagues and special coun- 
sel on hand to keep the proceedings fair, still 
the Wisconsin inquisitor broke in time after 
time on the witnesses. He questioned Counsel 
Ray H. Jenkins’s recommendations as to testi- 
mony, even though they were marked by even- 
handedness. He differed from rulings by the 
chairman, Republican Senatof Mundt of South 
Dakota. He asked for “attention” as if he were 
being ignored! 

. e * 

After the first day of the ‘inquiry, there can 
be little doubt now as to Senator McCarthy’s 
tyrannical browbeating of defenseless witnesses 
in his Star Chamber one-man hearings. It is a 
reproach to the Senate to think that all this 
time has passed before the most elementary 
restraints have been put upon him, and then only 
after he insulted a general of the Army as “unfit 
to wear the uniform.” 

In addition to Counsel Jenkins, Senators Me 
Clellan of Arkansas and Jackson of Washingto® 
gave good accounts of themselves. The prospect 
now is that Senator McCarthy will inject as 
many distractions as possible but that for the 
first time since he started his “crusade” in 1950 
he will be held to account. The prospect is that 
by the time the hearing is concluded the coun- 
try will know as never before that the primary 
purpose of the McCarthy campaign was not to 
expose Communism, but to make political capi- 
tal which covered up his own bad record. 

It is tragic to spend so much time on a dema- 
gogue, but that is one of the risks a democracy 


must run. If McCarthyism is exposed, shown up > 
as a fraud and overwhelmed, this investigation 


will be worth every second it consumes. 
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A First-Rate Appointment 

It has been more than two months since Dean 
Clarence Manion was asked to resign as chair- 
man of the President’s commission on inter-gov- 
ernmental relations. Whether the delay in select- 
ing a successor means that it took a long search 
to find the right man can only be guessed at. But 
if there was a long search, it has turned up a 
new chairman who could hardly be improved 
upon in Meyer Kestnbaum of Chicago. 

President of a national clothing firm, Mr. 
Kestnbaum has long been active in civic affairs, 
to which he brought a liberal outlook and a 
broad range of interests. In the shadow of 
Tribune Tower he was an internationalist, and 
in the shadow of Montgomery Ward he was a 
liberal in his views of business-government rela- 
tions. As head of the Committee for Economic 
Development he has been a worthy successor to 
Paul Hoffman, 

On his record, Mr. Kestnbaum can be expected 
to approach the problems to be studied by his 
commission with an attitude almost completely 
the opposite of his predecessor's. It is highly un- 
likely that he has made up his mind in advance 
on the issues to be studied, or that he will spend 
his time lecturing about the Bricker amendment 
instead of running his commission.

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The President’s Quiet Speech 


President Eisenhower’s address to the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers Association must have 
disappointed many of his listeners. 

Last year, when he addressed a comparable 
session of the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, the President made an eloquent and 
moving statement of this nation’s peaceful aims. 

This year, the President interrupted his golf- 
ing holiday in Georgia to meet with the news- 
paper publishers at a time when great events are 
in train all around the world. The fate of Indo- 
china hangs in the balance, American planes are 
ferrying French troops from Europe to Souttt- 
east Asia, the Vice President has precipitated a 
debate over sending American troops into that 
battle, and the diplomats are gathering for a 
momentous conference at Geneva. 

In view of this background it was natural to 
expect a significant major pronouncement by 
Mr. Eisenhower. Instead, he delivered a pleasant 
little homily on newspapers, including a gentle 
remonstrance on some of their shortcomings. 

With what he said there can be no dispute. 
Newspapers do indeed need to develop under- 
standing of facts as well as to report the facts 
themselves. They do indeed need to help their 
readers keep the facts in a true perspective. 
They do indeed need to improve the under- 
standing of foreign peoples, ‘and it is most prob- 
ably true that many newspapers do not print 
enough foreign news. If all these things have 


been said many times before, they still take on 
extra meaning when spoken by a President of 
the United States. The White House advisers, 
however, would do well to consider how wise 
it is for Mr. Eisenhower to make this kind of 
speech when a national audience, its nerves 
scraped raw by H-bombs and tension, is awaiting 
quite a different kind. 
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Roads in Rural Hands 

Gov. Donnelly left Missouri’s two big cities 
opt in the cold with his new appointments to the 
State Highway Commission. Since the appoint- 
ments were announced and quickly confirmed 
on the same day, the public deserves more in- 
formation about them. 

A. D. Sappington of Columbia was named to 
succeed John J. Powers of St. Louis, and M. C. 
Matthes of Hillsboro to succeed J. C. Harlin of 
Gainesville. The other Highway Commission 
members are Chairman Harris Rodgers of Ben- 
ton and J, G. Morgan of Unionville. 


These are all men with established public 
records. On the nonpartisan commission, they 
will be expected to represent the whole state 
and not parts of it, no matter where they live. 
But the obvious rural domination of the present 
commission is of public interest. 

This is the first time in nine years that St. 
Louis has been withoyt a commission member. 
In only 1927-29 and 9936 was the commission 
without a member from either St. Louis or Kan- 
sas City, which contain nearly half the state's 
population and contribute so much of its revenue. 

By contrast, the present four commissioners 
come from cities and towns whose total popula- 
tion is only about 35,000. 

Moreover, Mr. Sappington, a well-known at- 
torney, is counsel for the Missouri Farmers’ As- 
sociation, The MFA has had a natural and gen- 
erally constructive interest in state affairs but 
it has a special interest in highway legislation. 

For example, the MFA was a guiding spirit 
behind the 1948 Curry Amendment, which would 
have earmarked more state funds for rural roads, 
and which was defeated at the polls. Now the 
MFA seems to have its own representative on 
the Highway Commission, 


Consequently Missouri will watch the work of 
the new Highway Commission with special atten- 
tion. This is not the first time Gov. Donnelly’s 
appointments have disappointed the metropoli- 
tan areas. But the new commission can only be 
judged on its record. That should show complete 
devotion to the state as a whole:and its growing 
road requirements, 


The Tenants Paid © 


Before the FHA scandals received much pub- 
lic attention, Senator Paul Douglas was demand- 
ing an investigation. Excerpts from the Illinois- 
an’s address, reprinted on this page, show how 
contractors made big profits on FHA-insured 
apartment projects. The question now is who 
paid the final bill. And the answer to that is 
coming from the current Senate inquiries. 


In most cases the apartment tenants—not the 
Government—are paying the bill. Senator Cape- 
hart has described how builders got FHA-in- 
sured loans far larger than the cost of the apart- 
ments and pocketed the difference, Excessive 
mortgages could be paid off because rents were 
fixed high enough to pay the loans. Senator 
Byrd, conducting a separate inquiry, estimates 
that tenants in some 1149 “middle-income” apart- 
ments are now paying rents 15 to 25 per cent 
higher than they should. 

As Senator Douglas said, FHA was supposed 
to encourage public projects by protecting the 
construction industry from undue risk. The re- 
sult too often was protection of undue profits at 
the tenants’ expense. 
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Our Shrinking Theater 


Can a nation’s theater be culturally rich if it 
is economically insolvent? How nearly insolvent 
the American theater is, in the composite, a 
study by a professor of economics at Yale Uni- 
versity has just shown. 

O. Glenn Saxon found that theater attendance 
in New York City dropped from 11,500,000 in 
1944 to 8,500,000 in 1952, just eight years later. 
The last composite profit shown by the Broad- 
way theater was in the 1948-49 season. The loss 
amounted to almost $3,000,000 in each of the 
last two seasons. Throughout the gountry last 
season the average income of all professional 
actors from the living theater was $800. 


Perhaps these figures have something to do 
with the straitened circumstances in which the 
theater finds itself culturally as well. That the 
theater continues to attract fine acting talent in 
view of the average income figure dug up by 
Prof. Saxon is something of a minor miracle. 


Rising costs of production have forced the 
theater into pricing itself out of much of the 
market. There is room for hope, however, that 
new ideas will come to the rescue, for some 
new ideas already have done so. The City Center 
in New York has demonstrated that more people 
will come to the theater if the prices are low 
enough — and the large size of the theater has 
made low prices possible there. 


Many productions are being housed nowadays 
off-Broadway, in low-rent districts, sometimes in 
most unlikely surroundings. Some of them, 
when they have caught hold to some extent, have 
moved to Broadway, In this stairstep approach 
to high-cost presentation some of the most 
promising theater of recent months has made 
its appearance. These new ideas indicate that 
the theater may profit culturally as well as 
financially by the use of new means to bring 
it within the reach of growing audiences. 
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Crime Among the Juveniles 

The most distressing aspect of the FBI's re- 
port on crime in this country is the sharp rise 
in the number of arrests of persons under 18. 

Arrests of young people last year increased 
7.9 per cent, a statistic that becomes a matter 
of deep concern when it is compared with the 
rise in adult arrests. They were up a mere 1.9 
per.cent. What is more, says the FBI, “every 
other person ‘arrested for burglary was under 
18 and one out of three was not yet 16.” In au-

Senator Douglas describes practices by which contractors and 
mortgagors built big profits under Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration mortgage insurance program; he demanded investigation 
of scandals and multiple inquiry into FHA is now under way. 


From Remarks by Senator Paul H. Douglas of Illinois on the Floor 
of the United States Senate, April 9 


Mr. President, what we are seeking 
perhaps imperfectly to do is to correct 
some of the abuses which developed 
under Section 608 of the National Hous- 
ing Act. 


In the hearings on the housing 
amendments of 1949 ... the Senator 
from Louisiana established the fact that 
in administering the mortgage insur- 
ance program for multiple unit or apart- 
ment housing under Section 608, “nec- 
essary current 
cost,” which was 
the basis for grant- 
ing commitments 
under that section, 
had been very 
loosely defined by 
the FHA. 

He elicited from 
the Federal Hous- 
ing Commissioner 
the admission that 
a uniform 5 per 
cent allowance had 
been given for ar- 
chitect’s services, 
even though the ar- 
chitect might have 
been in the employ of the builder or 
mortgagor, and even though architect's 
costs may have amounted to only 1 or 
1% per cent, 


Therefore, the common practice, in 
the case of architect’s fees, was for an 
allowance to be made which was 342 
per cent greater than the actual amount 
paid by the mortgagor. 


The Senator from Louisiana also de- 
veloped the fact that a general allow- 
ance of 5 per cent was made for general 
contractor’s profit, although, as he also 
developed, in 90 per cent of the cases 
the mortgagor was also the general con- 
tractor and builder, and, therefore, this 
contractor’s profit actually became a 
mortgagor’s profit. The 31 per cent, 
added to the 5 per cent, came to a 
total of 84 per cent. 


Then a 2 to 3 per cent allowance was 
made for contractor’s overhead, out of 
which he was frequently able to save 1 
per cent. On top of that, allowances 
were made for attorney’s fees for serv- 
ices, which were frequently furnished 
by the mortgagor and builder himself. 


Now, the mortgage commitment 
under Section 608 was theoretically 90 
per cent of the “necessary current cost,” 
and the mortgagor was supposed to in-

vest LO per cent of his own money. But 


when you consider the 10 per cent profit 
which the mortgagor made from archi- 
tect’s andlegal fees, contractor's profit 
and overhead, the 90 per cent of the 
cost was, in reality, 100 per cent of the 
a there was no equity investment 
at all. 


That was not the whole story, either, 
because in addition, subcontractors’ 


profits were counted as part of the 
cost and frequently the mortgagor and 
the subcontractor were one and the 
same. 


Then there is the matter of land val- 
ue, which was a real-estate rainbow with 
a handsome pot of gold at either end. 
This was because the amount of the 
mortgage included the value of the land 
after the FHA commitment had been 
made. 

The mortgagor-builder would buy raw 
land. He would:get a commitment from 
the FHA for an FHA mortgage. The 
value of the land would immediately 
jump to about five or six times its origi- 
nal cost. 


Then the appraisers of the FHA would’ 


count as the value not the cost of the 
land but the value of the land after the 
commitment had been made. So that in 
practice, even if the costs of a given 
builder were “normal or average,” what 
frequently resulted was that the size 
of the mortgage and the amount of 
money which he obtained was in ex- 
cess of the actual out-of-pocket costs 
which he had incurred. 


Frequently the mortgagor bought 
land, got an FHA commitment for a 
building on that land, and then sold the 
commitment, land and all, at a hand- 
some profit, In other words, the Gov- 
ernment not only furnished the money 
free to the mortgagor but it gave him 
a bonus for coming and taking the 
momey away. 


There were other ways of milking 
profits out of Section 608 mortgages. 
For example, a standard 12 to 18 months 
building period was allowed by FHA. 
Many mortgagors were able to build in 
six months. In this way, they were able 
not only to save on allowable labor 
costs and carrying charges, but also to 
get from six to 12 months free rent. 
which the FHA did not consider in set- 
ting rent levels on these projects. 


In addition, necessary current cost 
was estimated by the FHA on the basis 
of what it would cost the average or 
typical builder to put up the project. 
Most experienced contractors were able 
to cut corners and cut their actual costs 
far below the FHA estimates, and these 
savings added to the profit on the 
mortgage. 

As I understand, the FHA was not 
originally designed to remove all risk 
from the contractor or builder. The 
contractor or builder was to get some 
profit from the building once con- 
structed. In return, however, he was 
to take some risk. 


Mr. President, we have had many in- 
vestigations recently, but I think we 
should have some inquiries—if “investj- 
gation” is a naughty word—into the 
conduct of the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration under Section 608.

THE UNKNOWN CHEKHOV: STORIES AND OTHER

How He Operates. 


Let Assistant Secretary Hen- 
sel tell in his own words how 
the McCarthy operatives worked 
in approaching Arthur L. Pier- 
son, owner of a supply company. 
It was Mr. Hensel’s interest in 
the Pierson company that drew 
Senator McCarthy’s attack. For 
that attack, the Assistant De- 
fense Secretary called the Sen- 
ator “a barefaced liar.” 

About the Pierson matter, Mr. 
Hensel said: 

“To the best of my knowledge 
the alleged investigation of this 
matter by Senator McCarthy 
started on or about March 22, 
when two unidentified men, 
purporting to act on behalf of 
Senator McCarthy appeared at 
the Brooklyn home of Mr. Pier- 
son's mother-in-law, scaring her 
seriously with the charge that 
her daughter had been involved 
in a ‘hit-and-run’ accident and 
insisting that they be given her 
daughter’s address immediately 
so that they could get in touch 
with her. 


Lone Wolf Operation. 


“As a result, Mr. Pierson’s 
mother-in-law gave them Mr. 
Pierson’s address. On March 26, 
1954, James N. Juliano and Don- 
ald A. Surine appeared at Mr. 
Pierson’s home and under the 
threat of producing subpena 
very shortly if he did not care 
to talk, interrogated him for 
some four or five hours, stating 
that ‘they were out to get Hen- 
sel.’” 

This incident is typical of the 
way Senator McCarthy proceeds 
completely on his own, at his 
own personal whim, investigat- 
ing whom he pleases and di- 
recting the committee staff as 
if they were his own personal 
body servants.

Senator McCarthy has repeat- 
edly been challenged by persons 
he has slandered to drop his 
senatorial immunity. Ever since, 
as a matter of fact, he made his 
first speech in the Senate to 
follow up charges he had made 
in three political speeches about 
“card-carrying Communists” in 
the State Department, the num- 
ber of which had varied from 
platform to platform. 

In that Senate speech, on Feb. 
20, 1950, he pledged that “I will 
not say anything on the Senate 
floor which I will not say off 
the floor. On the day when I 
take advantage of the security 
we have on the Senate floor, on 
that day I will resign from the 
Senate. Anything I say on the 
floor of the Senate at any time 
will be repeated off the floor.” 

He is still in the. Senate and 
he still hides behind his sena- 
torial immunity.

It was salvaged from ‘the 
wreckage of the World Building 
when Dean Ackerman petitioned 
the city to gain possession of it 
as a memento of the old New 
York Morning and Evening 
Worlds, and of the late Mr. 
Pulitzer’s contribution to free 
journalism. 

Defrayed by Contributions. 

Cost of the enterprises, esti- 
mated at $8000 including redeco- 
ration of the room, was defrayed 
by contributions from journalism 
school alumni and other news- 
paper men and women. 

In his address Ackerman re- 
-| counted the history of the Lib- 
erty Window, designed at the 
direction of the late Mr. Pulitzer 
to commemorate the World's 
campaign fer funds to erect the 
Statue of Liberty in New York 
harbor. His editorials resulted 
in public contributions, mostly 
pennies and dimes, of about — 
$100,000, enough to complete 
the pedestal. . 

He described the late Mr. 
Pulitzer aS a “sentimental citi- 
zen,” as well as publisher and 
philanthropist. He said the win- 
dow would represent “the shrine 
of liberty on Morningside 
Heights,” the site of Columbia 
University.

a voluntary extension was proposed and accepted by 
more than 84% of the widely scattered noteholders. 

By improving property and service and by the ener- 
getic solicitation of traffic, coupled with the judicious 
application of wartime earnings to the reduction of 
debt, the road’s credit was so rehabilitated that, be- 
ginning late in 1944, it was able to sell at competitive 
bidding $99 million of bonds on a 2.93% ‘interest 
basis replacing bonds with coupons up to 5%. 

By 1947, when the melon was cut, and Nickel 
Plate stock was disbursed to C&O sharehold- 
ers as a special dividend, Nickel Plate's fixed 
interest debt had been reduced by 27% and 
ped annual interest burden on that debt by 
56%, 


Pere Marquette 


Although this road suffered a deficit of $2,260,000 
after fixed charges in 1938, and was compelled in mid- 
year to borrow $1,250,000 from C&O to meet its pay- 
rolls, it had been so indiscreet the previous November, 


‘under its former management, as to have paid out a 


special dividend of $11.25 per share on its prior pre- 
ferred stock. 

Conditions were so serious that again the Alleghany 
management stepped in and applied the vigorous poli- 
cies that were working out successfully elsewhere. 

The situation was so improved, that by 
1945, $52 million of 4%, 41/2%, and 5% bonds 
were called, mostly at 105, and refunded at 
competitive bidding on a 37/2% interest basis. 
By the time the property was absorbed into

Pittston 


Pittston was, like Alleghany, a 1929 promotion of the 
Van Sweringens. Most of Pittston’s stock came to rest 
in C&O and Alleghany. Concentrated in the mining 
and distribution of anthracite, Pittston by the end of 
1938 had dissipated more than half of its entire $21.5 
million of capital in deficits, which it had suffered for 
seven consecutive years. Its stock was selling at 1. 


One of the first decisions the Alleghany 
management faced on the C&O board in 1938 
was whether to continue C&O's previous 
practice of lending monies fo Pittston to meet 
its heavy mine payrolls. The decision was to 
protect C&O. 


Less than half of Pittston’s consolidated operating 
revenue now comes from coal. Its Clinchfield subsi- 
diary holds in its 264,000 acres what is probably one 
of the largest and finest metallurgical coal reserves. 
Clinchfield has now drilled a total of 40 natural 
gas wells on the same property with a daily open flow 
estimated at 73 million cubic feet. 


Pittston’s earnings in 1953, despite deficit opera- 
tions for much of the coal industry, approximated 
$2.15 a common share. 


C&O’s shares of Pittston, which so short a time be- 
fore had been a liability, were distributed to C&O 
shareholders as a special dividend in 1945 and in that 
year sold as high.as $22 per share. Alleghany con- 
tinued to hold its valuable interest. 


Chesapeake & Ohio 


Now the coal roads have lost their enviable position at 
the top of the list of rail credits because, in a period 
when other rail traffic has doubled or tripled in vol- 
ume, the rail movement of that highly competitive 


commodity will be smaller this year than it was in 
1937. 


However, C&O has increased its proportionate share 
of such coal as has moved, as. it handled 15.4% of the 
country’s total bituminous coal output last year, as 
against only 14.3% in 1937. More importantly it has 
systematically built up other traffic by providing a 
service which attracted new industry and new ship- 
pers to its lines; so that merchandise freight provides 


approximately half of total freight revenues as against 
only 30% in 1937. 


C&O’s chief competitor, the Norfolk & Western,

common stock in 1937, which was actually more than 
the $4.85 a share it earned last year. Meanwhile 
C&O’s earnings rose from $4.43 a common share in 
1937 to an all-time peak of $6.04 last year.

Olney Tells Senators 
Agency’s Position Is 
Apartment Builders 
Didn’t Deceive It. 


WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP) 
~-Warren Olney III, chief gov- 
ernment criminal prosecutor, 
said today the FHA has “tor- 
pedoed” any chance to prose- 
cute builders of large-scale ren- 
tal projects who ran up “wind- 
fall” profits of millions of dol- 

rs. 

Olney, testifying before the 
Senate Banking Committee, said 
that despite apparent fraudulent 
estimates of cost filed with the 
Federal Housing Administration 
by some builders, the FHA has 
taken the position that its offi- 
cials “weren't deceived or de- 
frauded, they were just giving 
the stuff away.” 

The postwar rental-projeot 
program, now defunct, enabled 
builders to get government-in- 
sured loans equal to 90 per cent 
of the estimated cost of con- 
struction. 

“Windfall” profits estimated 
to reach a total half billion dol- 
lars were made by builders 
whose costs were far less than 
the loans they got. 

Testimony on Repair Loans. 

The assistant attorney general 
went into the question of rental 
project loans after telling the 
investigating Senators that the 
scandal-ridden FHA has consid- 
ered itself “in partnership with 
lenders and promoters” of home 
repairs, with “no responsibility 
for the victims of swindlers.” 

The apartment program and 
the one for home repairs have 
been the twin targets of charges 
the committee is investigating. 

Olney told the Senate Banking 
Committee that the home repair 
program, financed with FHA- 
insured loans, has “rapidly be- 
come the means by which swind- 
lers, cheats and crooked sales- 
men have been able to cheat and 
defraud” unsuspecting home 
owners. 

He said the FHA has been 
concerned only with keeping its 
financial records up to date and 
suffering no monetary losses. 

FBI Ordered to Act. 

(According to the United Press 
Olney said President Eisenhow- 
er has ordered thé Federal] Bu- 
reau of Investigation to run down 
the “swindlers, cheats and 
crooked salesmen” involved in a 
home improvement loan racket 
that swindled “thousands” of 
home owners annually. 

(Olney, in charge of the Jus- 
tice Department’s criminal di- 
vision, indicated that criminal 
prosecutions may result from 
the “very widespread” home im- 
provement loan frauds. He 
listed several criminal laws

Purchase of a pencil-and- | 
crayon drawing by Henry Fuseli, 
whose exhibition opens Sunday 
at the City Art Museum, was 
announced today by the muse- 
um, The picture, titled “Two 
Courtesans,” cost $325. 

Fuseli, who was born in Swit- 
zerland in 1741 and became a 
member of the British school, 
had almost a fixation for wom- 
en’s fancy headdress and hair 
styles. The museum acquisition 
is an outstanding example of 
his attention to such subject 
matter, of which he is an ac- 
knowledged master. 

The artist’s drawings in his 
own lifetime were collected 
more by other artists than by 
the general public Eight hun- 
dred drawings by his hand were 
bought after his death in 1825 
from his widow by Sir Thomas 
Lawrence, whose remarkable 
drawing ‘collection was always 
open to students. 

The museum show, consisting 
of 64 sheets of drawings, is lent 
by the Kunsthaus, Zurich, Swit- 
zerland, and is circulating in 
major American museums un- 
der auspices uf the Smithson- 
ian Institution, Washington. It 
will leave here May 16.

of Cambodia Aoril 2 and de- 
stroyed by fire the town of 
Voeune Sai and attacked an 
outpost at Siem Pang. It said 
Cambodian troops under thé 
personal command of King 
Norodam Sihanouk defended 
their territory. |

City department heads will be 
| asked to limit their budget re- 
| quests for the current fiscal year 
that began April 13 to the 
/ amounts actually spent last year 
although the city wound up in 
the black for the first time in 
'seven years, it was announced 
| today. 

| Since preliminary budget re- 
|quests already submitted are 
_about 12 per cent higher than 
the amounts appropriated last 
year, the proposed budget of 
each department will be 
| screened carefully by the Board 
of Estimate aud Apportionment 
‘in a series of meetings begin- 
ning today. 

While announcing a surplus 
of $1,141,000 at the beginning 
of the current fiscal year, Comp- 
| troller Milton Carpenter pointed 
| out that expenditures will have 
| to be held to last year’s level in 
| order to operate with a balanced 
| budget this year.

| This is the way the surplus 
arose: Receipts last year were 
$51,583,000, including the earn- 
‘ings tax. Actual expenditures 
| were $46,148,000, leaving an op- 
erating surplus for the year of 
$5,435,000. However, there was 
|}an accumulated deficit from the 
previous years of $4,294,000 
which reduced the actual sur- 
'plus to $1,141,000. 

Carpenter estimated funds 
_available for the current year 
| will total $50,441,000. This fig- 
‘ure will include revenue from 
regular sources of $42,800,000, 
earnings tax receipts of $6,500,- 
000 and the surplus of $1,141,- 
000. 

The earnings tax figure is well 

below the $8,000,000 volume 
usually assigned to that tax 
source, but Carpenter believes 
the loss of almost a month’s re- 
ceipts as a result of expiration 
of the state enabling act April 1) 
and the effective date of the 
proposed new ordinance of May 
'1, together with possible lower 
'earnings this year, will account 
‘for the difference. 
Several years ago, when lapse 
of the earnings tax threatened 
-municipal bankruptcy, city of- 
'ficials cut the bond retirement 
'tax rate from 40 cents to 18 
cents and used the 22 cents for 
|general revenue purposes. At 
that time, the bond fund con- 
tained a surplus and the diver- 
sion was feasible. 

Now, however, the city will 
need; at, least $2,000,000 more 
this year than it used last year 
to service its bond requirements. 
Hence, the bond tax rate will be 
increased to 32 cents. 

When this amount is deducted 
from the $50,441,000 in funds 
available, the city is left with 
$48,441,000 for general operating 
purposes. Of this amount, $14,- 
500,000 goes to the police de- 
partment and the _ various 
“county” offices over which the 
city has no budgetary control. 
Another $1,200,000 is required 
by various retirement funds of 
a fixed nature.

WASHINGTON, April 23 (UP) 
—A former fellow prisoner testi- 


fied today that the voice in a 
recorded Communist propaganda 
broadcast from Radio Peiping 
was that of Cpl. Edward S. Dick- 
enson. 

Defense counsel in the court- 
martial of Dickenson objected to 
introduction of the recordings 
and challenged the identification 
made by Sgt. John Spivey of 
Washington, D. C., who was in 
the same Red Korean prison 
camp as Dickenson. 


Spivey heard the recordings 
played twice — once with the 


feight-member Army court out 
of the room and once after the 
court returned. The first time, 
he said he recognized Dicken- 
son’s voice in two separate dic- 
taphone belts. 
he said he was unable to recog- 
nize the voice on one’ belt be- 
cause it was too “squabbly,” bu*® 
that he recognized Dickenson’'s 
voice on the second belt. 


The second time, 


The voice he identified was 


making a ‘speech to the effect 


that the Korean war was ‘a 


senseless loss of American lives 


in which “American big shots 
have made big profits.” : 

The Army offered the record- 
ings as evidence Dickenson was 
a Red collaborator while a war 
prisoner in Korea. 

Col. C. Robdert Bard, chief 
prosecutor in the court-martial 
of the Crackers Neck (Va.) 
mountaineer, said the recordings 
were of Dickenson voicing the 
Communist line in a broadcast to 
U.N, troops and in a Christmas 
message to his mother. 

A surprise defense witness, 
Virgil Rutherford of Tulsa, 
Okla., testified he, Dickenson 
and two others—Fred Obruff 
and Martin Christensen — stole 
away from Communist Camp 
No. 5 at Pyoktong, North Korea, 
on a stormy night in July, 1952. 
He said they crawled through 
an opening in the fence and by 
daylight, nearly nine, hours 
later, tried to find shelter on 


a hilltop overlooking the Yalu 
river. He said they were recap- 
tured by Chinese guards. 
Rutherford said he had no 
facts to indicate the Chinese 
were tipped off and knew 
exactly where to find them.

Early this week, his coach, 
Newt Oliver, resigned and an- 
nounced that he and the six- 
foot, nine-inch Bevo are avail- 
able—as a “package deal’—to 
professional offers. 

The NBA: ended any hopes 
Bevo and Oliver might have had 
for getting into the nation’s top 
pro league today by voting to 
retain its regulation regarding 
the drafting of college players. 

Under the rule, a player can’t 
be drafted until his class grad- 
uates. Bevo was a sophomore 
this past season and his class 
won't graduate until 1956. 

As the NBA began its threé- 
day annual meeting, it also vot- 
ed to hold its 1955 all-star game 
next Jan. 18 at Madison Square 
Garden.

But with respect to its intern- 
al functions—“the aggregate of 
all the services arid facilities 
necessary to the well-being of 
urban dwellers”..one cannot be 
so sure, he quickly added. 

No Assurance of Growth. 

Citing how St. Louis area in- 
dustry, taking advantage of the 
city’s favorable , geographical 
situation, currently is increasing 
its ties with the national econ- 
omy, Johns warned that there 
was no assurance this develop- 
‘ment would continue in the face 
of “failure to enable people to 
carry on their day-to-day ac- 
tivities.” 

“After all,” he continued, 
echoing Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker’s “blight by ordinance” 
address to the Board of Alder- 
men Tuesday, “a city must per- 
form certain functions with a 
certain degree of efficiency if it 
is but to maintain itself.” 

Reciting some of the short- 
comings, he said: : 

“The latest census figures in- 
dicate that among cities of half 
a million population or over 
only New Orleans has worse 
housing conditions. Increasing 
traffic congestion has become 
a daily topic of conversation 
around luncheon tables. 

Suburban Problems. 

“Nor are the suburban com- 
munities without major problems 
which may in time become seri- 
ous deterrents to the economic 
growth of the metropolitan area.

But Foreign Aid Chief Har- 
old E. Stassen told a press con- 
ference he will continue to sup- 
port the Indian aid program. He 
said he and other officials will 
be prepared to discuss this 


country’s policy toward India 
when the aid request is pre- 
sented to Congress. 

Stassen said the United States 
as a free world leader must be 
able to respect different points 
of view within the other free 
nations as to the best means of 
achieving peace. 

State Department officials, 
meanwhile disclosed that an of- 
ficial United States request for 
permission for the Indochina 
flights to cross India had been

FRST QUARTER FAR 
RECEPTS OFF'3 PCT 


Marketing. Volume Steady 
but Prices on Crops 
Down 7 Points. 


WASHINGTON, April 23 (UP) 
—Farmers took in $6,600,000,000 
from marketings the first quarter 
of this year, down three per cent 

rom the first three months of 
1953, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment reported today. 


It said the volume of market- 
ings was about the same as a 
year ago, but prices averaged 
lower, 

Livestock receipts, it said, 
were only “slightly below” last 


j year while crop receipts were 


down seven per cent, shiefly 
due to lower returns from wheat, 
cotton, soybeans, and vegetables. 

The three-month cash receipts 
total compares with receipts of 
$6,815,000,000 the same time last 
year. Included in this year's 
first quarter estimate were es- 
timated March receipts of $2,- 
000,000,000, up from February's 


$1,942,000,000 but under last 


year’s March receipts total of 
$2,094,000,000. 

The farm income réport, in 
line with earlier predictions, es- 
timated net farm income may be 
down about 4 or 5 per cent for 
1954 as a whole. But if drouth 
conditions worsen the drop in 
income would be “more severe,” 
it said. 

Cash receipts from livestock 
and livestock products are ex- 
pected to compare favorably 


with last year, with lower re- 
ceipts from dairy products offset | 


by increases for hogs and pos- 
sibly cattle. Crop receipts may 
be down from 5 to 10 per cent, 
however, it said, with most of 
the decline in cotton and wheat 
whose acreage has been reduced 
under federal controls.

Many Disappointments. 


Of about 18,000 seniors who 
signed up four years ago for 
Air Force commissions, 16,000 
are expected to be graduated, 
Sone many are going to be dis- 

appointed. 

About 8100 have asked for 
flying training. They will be 
called over the 12 mogths, and 
the Air Force estimates 7000 
will qualify. 

In addition, about 1000 tech- 
nicians will be commissioned 
from the June college gradu- 
ates. The rest can enlist and 
look forward to commissions at 
the end of two years—or stand 
their chance on the draft. 

The Navy and Marine Corps 
have about 2500 seniors coming 
off the R.O.T.C. line, all of whom 
will be commissioned and called 
to duty under present plans. 

Some 1400 of these who went 
in on a regular basis, drawing 
$600 a year pay, will serve three 
years as ensigns and may put in 
for regular careers at the end 
of that time. 

The others serve two years 
and then go into reserve. 


EDITORS DISTURBED 
BY HOOLIGANISM 
IN SOVIET SCHOOLS 


NEW YORK, April 23 (AP)— 
The Soviet press has become 
highly disturbed about a new 
problem—hooliganism in Soviet 
schools. 

The government newspaper 
Izvestia devoted two columns to 
discussing letters which the edi- 
tors had recently received. It 
previously had reported the 
death of Yuri Falkovsky of the 
fifth grade in School No. 5 in 
the far eastern city of Khabar- 
ovsk. Yuri perished from con- 
cussion of the brain suffered in 
fighting which, the paper said, 
was customary .during recesses. 

Other cases cited by Izvestia 
at this school: 

The son of Party Secretary 
Gusey struck another student 
across the nose with a hammer. 
The victim was a half year in 
the hospital and the official’s 
son was transferred to another 
school. 

A fifth grade pupil knifed an- 
other boy. He is now under 
arrest. : 

A student came to class with 
his pockets full of sand and 
threw it into the teacher’s face. 
A pupil cut all the buttons off 
his comrades’ coats in the cloak 
room in order to sell them. 

A tenth grade pupil smoked 
openly in school and refused to 
stop- on the ground that his 
father, a high party official, had 
told him he could.

McCarthy with a “deliberate di- 
versionist movement” in bring- 
ing his name into hearings on 
the McCarthy-Army row. 

Reber, who served with the 
State Department for 27 years 
before retiring in 1953, is a 
brother of Maj. Gen. Miles 
Reber, the first witness at yes- 
terday’s hearing in Washington. 

McCarthy insinuated in a 
question to the General that he 
might be prejudiced in his testi- 
mony because his brother, Sam- 


tiel, had been ousted from the | 


— Department as a security 
Tis 
Reber said last night he re- 


Washington issued a statement 
‘Saying simply that Reber had 
resigned at his own requést. To 
qualify for retirement, the de- 
partment said, an applicant must 
be 50 years old and have 20 
years in the federal service. 
Reber is 50. 

McCarthy also charged at the 
hearing yesterday that Reber 
had made “vicious attacks” on 
Roy M. Cohn and G. David 
Schine when the two Mce- 
Carthy subcommittee investiga- 
at made a controversial tour 
of Europe in 1953. Reber was 
then deputy United States high 
commissioner for Germany. — 

Reber said last night that he 
had not seen yesterday's hearing 
on television or listenéd to it 
on the radio, but he added: “I 
don't see any particular rele- 
vance to what was brought out 
on the Cohn and Schine trip to 
Germany.” 

He said he had backed a sub- 
ordinate, Theodore Kaghan, who 
was attacked by Cohn and 
Schine during their tour and 
who later resigned. 

“Cohn and Schine attacked 
one of my men, and naturally I 
defended him,” Reber. said. He 
added that Cohn and Schine 
“made the most vicious attacks 
on themselves by the way they 
conducted themselves abroad.”

plication by McCarthy.

Speaking before a $100-a-plate 
Republican centennial dinner at 
Shrine Convention Hall, he re- 
peated the assertion he made in 
a speech the night before at 
Des Moines, Ia., that the policy 
of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion “is to avoid sending Amer- 
ican boys, if we can, to fight 
in Indochina or anywhere else 
in the world.” 

Nixon flew to Tucson, Ariz., 
today for another major speech. 
His appearance here attracted 
an estimated 4000 persons, 
which would mean a gross take 
of $400,000 for the Republican 
affair. 

Warns of Asia’s Fall. 

Indochina falls under 
domination,” said 
Nixon, “the rest of Asia may 
follow, and the chances for 
World War III will be greatly 
increased because the Commu- 
nists will then have the balance 
of power in the world. 

“That is why American policy 
has as one of its major objec- 
tives the keeping of Indochina 
from falling to the Communists 
without involving American 
manpower, if possible.” 

He laid down a five-point Ad- 
ministration policy which he 
said provides the best chance 
of avoiding war without sur- 
render: 

1. The “new look” military 
program based on warnings of 
“mass retaliation” in the event 
of an attack. 

2. A recognition that revolu- 
tions inspired and controlled by 
Moscow and Peiping can no 
longer be considered “local civil 
wars,’ " but must instead be dealt 
with as “imperialistic aggression 
of the most sinister type.” 

3. Recognition that the only 
language the Communists un- 
derstand is power, firmness and 
consistency. 

4. Recognition that wherever 
possible the Communist threat 
should be met with united ac- 
tion among the “free nations.” | 

5. The mounting of a “great | 
ideological offensive” to make | 
it clear to the world that this | 
country believes in peace, eCo- | 
nomic progress, independence | 
and equality for all people.

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Advice for Parents 


An Expert's Views 
On Child Guidance

P ever wit today are more concerned than 


ever with the psychological guidance of théir 
children, This is not an unhealthy sign nor 
does it mean that there are more problem 
children. It merely 
indicates that more 
parents are aware 4 
of the importance 
of this side of their 
children’s upbring- 
ing. True, some 
parents do become 
too analytical, read 
too much and mMis- 
interpret what they 
read. For the over- 
conscientious par- 
ent, it would be 
helpful if there 
were more commu- 
wuneee, «' . >. hity centers for 
parent education 
DR. MILTON J. E. SENN where problems of 
the normal child could be discussed. It would 
be even more helpful if the parents’ chief pro- 
fessional contact, the physician or pediatrician, 
had greater insight into psychological problems, 
if, in fact, physicians would pay more attention 
when parents talk about behavior problems. 
All these are the opinions of an expert in the 
field df child guidance, Dr. Milton J. E. Senn, 
director of the Yale Child Study Center, which 
studies the entire sphere of child life from day 
care to clinic treatment, pediatric to psychiatric 
ills. Dr. Senn, a calm, deliberate speaking man 
who manages to make a great deal of sense in 
few words, is in St. Louis this week conferring 
with the staffs of Family and Children’s Service 
agency and the Washington University Commu- 
nity Child Guidance Clinic, but found time be- 
tween interviews with the professionals to de- 
vote some remarks to the average parent.

THE AVERAGE PARENT is close to his heart 
because it is from the normal child, he believes, 
that most can be learned about child develop- 
ment. And it is the “‘whole child,” he thinks, 
who should.be. considered in every problem, 
Both pediatrician and psychiatrist, himseif, Dr. 
Senn feels child training would benefit from 
more dually trained. persons. 

“There is an important role for the non-psy- 
chiatric physician, especially the pediatrician in 
answering questions and dealing wth problems,” 
he says. “My criticism of the non-psychiatric 
physcian is that he doesn't fill this role and he 
doesn’t because he hasn't been trained. He has 
been traihed to deal with physical needs and 
not behavior. While there is behavior that is 
deviant and requires psychiatric treatment, there 
are many concerns of parents that could be 
dealt with by non-psychiatric pérsonnel if those 
people had the knowledge, the skill that goes 
heyond mere intuition, or,-quote, common sense, 
unquote.” 
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THE YALE CHILD STUDY CENTER, which 
succeeded Dr. Arnold Gesell’s Yale Clinic of 
Child: Development, which devoted itself pri- 
marily to research’on development, is “multi- 
disciplined,” a two buck word which means its 
staff is made up of persons from many fields— 
pediatrics, psychiatry, social work, education and 
others. 

Among its departments are a nursery school 
for normal pre-school children with related 
classes in. parent education; an infant testing 
service for adoptable infants or infants whose 
behavi®r causes coricern; a child psychiatry unit 
for disturbed children; and a department of 
pediatrics which handles health problems of ail 
kinds from simple inoculations to feeding and 
sleeping problems and physical handicaps. 
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EVEN AMONG THE EXPERTS there are 
differences of opinion on child rearing, con- 
fused parents will be relieved to learn. ‘At the 
annual Ruth Anne Alt institute sponsored by 
Family and Children’s Service, Dr. Senn and 
staff members discussed current conflicting 
theories, among them the view that the infant 
is born with a certain constitution which deter- 
mines his personality as an older child and 
adult. Opposed to this is the idea that while 
every child has a certain make-up there are 
modifying factors—personal, physical, cultural 
and social. Dr. Senn is in agreement with this 
latter view and is inclined to see red when 
confronted with popular magazine articles like 
a recent one which contend that all infants are 
born neurotic. 

He also views with alarm the increasingly 
popular streamlined infant feeding theory 
(which may be new to you unless you have a 
new baby in your home). A reversal of the 
permissive, demand, or “feed ‘em when they 
cry” school, it not only schedules infant feed- 
ing but in some circles advocates getting infants 
on solid food and three meals a day at a few 
weeks of age. 

“In other words, it inflicts standards of society 
on the infant at birth,” says Dr. Senn. “With 
all the faults of permissive feeding, I feel it has 
more good points in its favor.”

DR. SENN HAD complimentary remarks to 
make about the Family and Children’s Service 
and its staff's knowledge of infant care, and 
about the Washington U.‘.Community Child 
Guidance Clinic’s proggess in the treatment of 
behavior problems. Dr. Senn helped reorganize 
the clinic “in 1947, and earlier than that, in 
1927, did work at St. Louis Children’s Hosp®al, 
before going on to acquire a long string of 
credits, degrees, and by-lines. 

No mere theorist, he has an 11-year-old 
daughter, Corelyn. Does she ever present prob- 
lems, we asked him.

Prison Violence 


NE of the results of Producer Walter Wanger's jail 
Q) eer for shooting an actor's agent was that Wanger 

produced a prison picture, “RIOT IN CELL BLOCK 
11,” now at the FOX THEATER. The plot, however, seems 
to follow the news accounts of the Michi- 
gan prison mutiny two years ago. Des- 
perate inmates are shown holding eight 


pathic leader dickers on a list of demands 
for improvements with the warden, in the 
presence of newspaper men. 

The picture was shot at Folsom State 
Prison in California, with some of the actual convicts in 
the background, so it has' a good deal of factual realism. 


It is charged with seething violence and is of some interest . 


for its rawness. Neville Brand as the leader of the rioters 
gives a forceful performance, and Emile Meyer does com- 
petent work as the warden. The fact that overcrowding 
and shortage of guards, due to small pay, caused the riot 
is stressed, with public indifference personified by a poli- 
Yician (Frank Faylen) made the villain. 

If this were the first film made on this subject, it 
might have attracted more attentjon. But it falls naturally 
into the same patterns as a dozen other previous prison 
break movies, and the material seems al! too familiar for 
real impact, 


The Coach Never Gets Rolling 


In “THE GOLDEN COACH,” at the SHADY OAK 
THEATER, Director Jean Renoir has attempted a difficult 
thing, to fashion a movie in the spirit and style of the 
commedia dell'arte, the Italian classic comedy in which 
a standardized plot was followed but in 
which the actors improvised the lines, and 
which had certain recurring characters who 
gave rise to the Columbine, Harlequin, Pan- 
taloon, etc. of the pantomime buffoonery. 

He has Anna Magnani as the star of a 
group of commedia dell’arte actors who 
are trying to present their art to the 
peasants and dandies of a Spanish colony in South America 
in the early eighteenth century. She is hard put to choose 
between the regent of the colony, a hot-blooded bullifighter, 
and an army captain of noble blood. The regent, who be- 
gins his suit as a kindly and suaye sophisticate, ends up 
a jealous wreck, and has given her a golden coach, which 
has aroused the ire of the other nobles and almost had 
him booted out of his job. The bullfighter and soldier 
come to an inconclusive duel, ‘the plot bears some re- 
semblance to a lighter “Carmen’’) and Anna crosses every- 
one up by giving the coach to the church and becoming 
very devout. 

This. as far 4s I am concerned, is a pretty failure. 
Renoir, who made it in Italy, has told it in lovely pastel 
colors, to the accompaniment of the serenely joyous music 
of Vivaldi. But the comedy itself is tedious. The symbolism 
may be recognized, but there is no particular charm, 
vivacity, or cleverness in the telling; it just wasn't funny 
to me, and it wasn't art. Miss Magnani, in her first Eng- 
lish-speaking role, is as fiery and tempestuous as ever, but 
her talents aren't those of comedy. The dialogue comes up 
with an occasional witticism (far from having the actors 
improvise it, there are four writers, including Renoir and 
Jack Kirkland of “Tobacco Road” fame) but I think that 
if the actors had ad libbed in classic style, there might have 
been livelier results. 

Yes, I'm afraid this golden coach is a sluggish vehicle. 


Lassies of the Lew 


In contrast, “BOTH SIDES OF THE LAW,” a British 
picture at the PAGEANT, is as plain and unpretentious as 
an old shoe, but it has a warm human element in it and 
is pretty absorbing. It tells of the work of the London 
policewomen, weaving in a number of vig- | 
nettes and plots, some of which criss- 
cross, in the style of “Detective Story,” 
and “Vice Squad.” This is done mostly 
against real backgrounds, and you get a 
pretty thorough picture of the shabbier 
side of London and its people. Most of 
it is quite interesting, though more as 
case studies than as any gripping drama. The most prom- 
inent characters are Peggy Cummins as an erring young 
Irish housewife who gets mixed up with crooks, and Terence 
Morgan as a cheap and arrogant hood. 


Van to the Rescue 


“SIEGE AT RED RIVER,” at the MISSOURI is an- 
other in the long line of Civil War Westerns, with Van 
Johnson a Confederate agent who steals one of the first 
Gatling guns from a Union cavalry train, but is double- 
crossed by a rancher who sells it to the 
Shawnee Indians. The Indians use it for 
an attack on a Fort Smith. Van falls in 
love with’ a pretty Union nurse, Joanne 
Dru, his hard heart melts for the Yankee 
women and children in the fort, and he 
helps seize the gun back and turn, it on 
the Indians, saving the day. This non- 
sense is made somewhat more palatable by a rousing battle 
scene at the end and some beautiful scenery. 

The geography of this epic is completely haphazard. 
The battle is supposed to take place on the Red River, 
which flows between Oklahoma and Texas, yet it was 
photographed on the Colorado River near Moab, Utah, 
with its distinctive red canyons and rugged rock forma- 
tions. The Fort Smith is not further identified, but Fort 
Smith, Arkansas, which is the only Fort Smith we know 
of, is on the Arkansas River,

‘NESE FOUGHT THEIR LOSING BATTLE NINE YEARS AGO.

IWO JIMA, Auril 23 (INS), 

WO JIMA today is a peace- 
| fu green-covered islapd in 

the Far Eastern sun — Iwo 
Jima where more than 4500 
United States marines gave their 
lives in one of the epic battles 
of World War IT, and where at 
= 20,000 Japanese dead still 
e. 


It was a muggy February day 
in 1945 when 60,000 marines 
stormed the little island that 
stood between them and Japan. 
They knew as they plodded, 
crawled and ran ashore under 
hellish fire that the job would 
not be easy. They learned in a 
matter of hours that to takethis 
place seemed militarily impos- 
sible. 


Yet take it they did—and the 
fantastic network of ° under- 
ground strongpoints and caves 
that still laces the island attests 
to the magnitude of their accom- 
plishment. So, too, do the thou- 
sands of Japanese dead whose 
bodies still are sealed in these 
self-made tombs. 


The vast, intricate networks of 
Japanese cavés, with mile upon 
mile of underground hospitals, 
supply depots and ammunition 
storehouses, came to attention 
once more last month when ma- 
rines conducted amphibious ma- 
neuvers on the famed island 
battleground of nine years ago. 

One cavern known as “the 
hospital cave” was discovered 
by an Air Forcé chaplain, Capt. 
George S. Bieber, a Protestant 
minister from Williamsburg. Pa. 
He said he saw a doctor's swivel 
chair charred but still standing; 
a pocket watch complete with a 
sweep-second hand, and a stetho- 
scope. A scorched but solid 
laboratory rose out of the cham- 
ber’s eerie darkness. The skele- 
tonized remains of from 600 to 
1400 Japanese mutely proclaimed 
their tragic end. 

~*~ * * 
MEMBER of a Japanese mis- 
A sion. visiting the scene to 
study possibilities of remov- 
ing the entombed skeletons, in- 
spected the cave and said: 

“Once inside, you can tell it 
was used as a hospital for the 
wounded. The bodies were piled 
one on the other. Nearly all of 
the skulls of the dead had hof&s 
in their right side. 


“This could only mean that the 
Japanese soldiers shot them- 
selves rather than be captured. 
The cave was the place of mass 
suicide for the last defenders of 
the island.” 


A  worker-explorer, Junichi 
Kitajima, explored the vast net- 
works of caves across the now- 
hushed island because he felt it 
would be honorable to pay hom- 
age to the dead there. He said 
he found a large command post 


and marked it as typical of all, 


he had seen. 


“Inside the cave,” he reported, 
“bones, skulls and ammunition 
were scattered over the «floor. 
All the caves were dangerous be- 
cause disc-like mines are buried 
in them, and bottled ‘Molotov 
cocktails’ still are scattered 
through them.” 


Marine demolition teams 
nodded a¥ the report. They said 
they found 70 tons of explosives 
across the island and exploded 
11,000 World War II duds. 

In one huge supply cave, which 
Marine Maj. Robert Daly of 
Spokane. Wash., said contained 
an estimated 1400 bodies, leath- 
er necks explored only a few 
feet inside and discovered it was 
“loaded” with duds and booby 
traps. Demolition squads set

charges and sealed the cave.- 
Eighteen hours later secondary 
explosions still were popping and 
booming in a chain reaction 
across the tunnel-laced land. 

It is almost impossible to real- 
ize the amazing complexity of 
the cave network. In the bitter 
battle for famed Mount Suri- 
bachi, for instance, there were 
180 Japanese fortifications in the 
500-foot cone-shaped mound. 

These caves were the reason 
Iwo Jima was called the most 
heavily defended place in the 
world when three marine divi- 
sions landed on its beaches. 
The Japanese fought from their 
caves—and died in them. The 
marines searched out the cave 
entrances, set dynamite charges, 
and the explosions sealed the 
cave entrances. 


The marines who landed on 
Iwo Jima last month maneu- 
vered up and down the island, 
but few realized what lay be- 
neath their boots—the thousands 
of dead Japanese, the strange, 
eerie hospital that offers grim 
testimony to the ruins and rav- 
ages of battle. 

Iwo was bieak and bare in 
1945 — everything above ground 
razed to ashy dust by the fierce 
pre-invasidn bombardment. But 
this new generation of leather- 
necks looked on lush greenery 
surrounded by blue Pacific wa- 
ters. 

Kitajima spoke quietly of his 
pilgrimage into the tombs of his 
countrymen: 

“When 1 entered one cave, I 


walked about 22 yards and then 
turned sharply right, and pro- 
ceeded another 30 or 40 yards. 
From then on I noticed the 
number of skeletons increased 
sharply. 

“I checked the dead here, 
where it was very hot, but still 
not hot enough so that you could 
not come down to remove the 
bodies. 


“The intense heat made it dif- 
ficult to walk, however. The hot 
air burned my lungs... but I 
am an experienced miner and so 
went on. 


“I don’t know how far I walked 
before I came to a V-juncture. 
On the left I found five more 
bodies. They were as hard as 
the branch of a dead tree. 


“Because the caves were 
sealed, the air was the same as 
it was in 1945.” 

He paused, then continued: 

“The uniforms on the skele- 
tons were still intact but their 
color had changed to that of oil 
paper. One of the bodies had a 
bandage .on a thumb. But the 
gauze hadn't changed color and 
was as white as it must have 
been when it was new. 

“T went along as far as I could 
~~] think 60 more yards—but 
then it was impossible to con- 
tinue because of the sulphurous 
gas and the hot air which was 
almost unbearable.”

O attempt has been made to 
Neiear the vast tombs. Most 

military men said that any 
such attempt would be foolhardy 
and dangerous because of the 
ammunition and explosives 
stored with the bodies. 

The visiting Japanese investi- 
gative team told Americans -of 
their discavery of a Japanese 
regimental order found on a 
sheet of browned manila paper. 
It read in part: 

“To. the self-defense tactics 
and suicide squad: 

“Attack an enemy tank with 
the conviction and ability to de- 
stroy one tank for every man 
with anti-tank weapons, hand 
grenades and any other arms 
available.” 

A Japanese officer, captured 
in 1945, told American officers: 

“If you had given us six more 
months, you never would have 
been able to take Iwo Jima.” 


An American officer said aft- 


er the assault: “Next to Iwo, 
Gibraltar would have been a 
pushover!”

great battle, said most of the 
cave networks are made up of 
winding, narrow, low tunnels. 
Measured niches provided spaces 
for sentry posts and sleeping 
quarters. 

Cave floors, in their present 
state of disrepair, are covered 
with rubble and are only wide 
enough to allow one-way traffic. 


At convenient points, the nar- 
row tunnels open into high, wide 
rooms. 

Iwo Jima, which means ‘Sul- 
phur Island’ was secured by 
American troops on March 16, 
1945. The island, 660 miles 
southeast of Tokyo, reeks with 
surphur springs which give off 
the odor of rotten eggs. 

It is today the home of an Air 
Force contingent and a 13-man 
Coast Guard station. Housed in 
an immaculate base of white 
quonset huts, the men maintain 
a lonely vigil. ; 

There is yet one more mystery 
which they dwell on. 

They wonder about the loca- 
tion of the command cave of Lt. 
Gen. Chudo Kuribayashi—con- 
sidered to have been one of the 


most astute of Japan's military 
leaders. 


Many, including the Japanese, 
have claimed they found the 
cave from which he directed the 
suicidal defense of the island. 
However, these claims have 
never been confirmed. 

Chaplain Bieber believes he 
has discovered the location of 
the cave and plans continued 
exploring. American authorities 
discount the possibility of the 
General's escape from the island 
since it was ringed at one time 
with as many as 800 ships. 

They feel he is dead some- 
where beneath the hot, fuming 
surface of Iwo. 

While Capt. Bieber looks about 
the sub-surface labyrinths for 
the General, above him on Mt. 
Suribachi flys an American flag 
day and night, in memory of the 
dead Marines whose blood 
washed this tragic island. 

A simple, white monument 
stands atop the hill now and it 
quotes from Adm, Chester 
Nimitz: 

“Among the Americans who 
served on Iwo Jima, uncommon 
valor Was a common virtue.”

Mamie Cheers Up When General's Wife casa What Can Be Done; Trip Home for Son's Birth

ick, Canal Zone in Jan-

’ erything from the kitchen match- 

safe to the Khiva rug. 

“A double-decked shanty, only 
twice as disreputable,” said Ma- 
mie Eisenhower in disgust, as 
she and her hubsand peered 
through a tangle of vines and a 
wall-like growth of bushes and 
trees for their first look at the 
house the Army had assigned 
them in Panama. It was perched 
on a shelf of jungle-clogged 
ground overlooking Gaillard 
Cut, the “Big Ditch” of the ca- 
nal. The ghostly structure be- 
longed in a nightmare. Even 
Ike admitted that the rotting 
thing looked unreal. 

Hot and gasping, horrified by 
her struggle up a steep path in- 
fested with silithery, crawly 
things, Mamie scarcely knew 
how to give vent to her sense of 
outrage. Ike, hot and chagrined, 
merely shrugged and pushed 
through’ the heavy foliage to- 
ward the desolate house. _. 

Afraid to follow her husband, 
yet more afraid to be alone in 
the eerie green stillness that 
buzzed.and writhed with unseen 
life, she tried to steady her 
nérves by taking deep breaths, 
but the humid air, rank with the 
musk of over-ripe vegetation, 
was revolting. Fighting faint- 
ness, she. edged forward. Slip- 
ping and ‘sliding but keeping her 
footing, she reached the clearing 
of the onetime garden and clung 
to her husband. 

During the 10 years the house 
had been untenanted, the creep- 
ing jungle had worked destruc- 
tion.

How could she learn to keep her 
heart out of her throat driving 
or walking across the closed 
gates? 

Ike reported. A few new tim- 
bers here and there, plenty of 
paint, new shutters, screening ~ 
‘and steps, and the dilapidated 
house would come alive again. 
Mamie made a wide, disgusted 
gesture toward the encroaching 
jungle. Oh, that could be cut 
back and replanted, maybe with 
some orchids—local labor was 
plentiful. 

A tiny woman in a crisp dress 
as white as the aureola of hair 
darted around the house. Her 
blue eyes twinkled as she spoke. 
Would the Eisenhowers cheer up 
and forget the “awful, awful 
house” and come along and see 
what she had done with an 
even worse lame duck? Maj. 
Eisenhower presented Mamie to 
Mrs. Fox Conner, the general's 
wife. ’ 

As Mrs. Conner clasped Ma- 
mie’s hand the earth crunched 
and rumbled, the house rattled 
and swayed, the trees creaked. 


Tightening her grip, Mrs. Con- . 


ner looked at the perturbed 
Eisenhowers and smiled widely. 
“It’s just another of those con- 
founded slides; they happen all 
the time,” ghe said, with no 
show of concern. 

Through an opening in a high 
hibuscus hedge, Mrs. Conner led 
the way into a well kept garden 
and up painted and varnished 
. Steps into a screen-inclosed liv- 
ing porth of the general’s quar- 
ters. Phle yellow paint covered 
all outside walls. Bright green 
shutters, doors and window sills 
gave the house fresh newness. 

Mrs. Conner and Mamie went 
from room to room. Color was 
at every window. Splashy drap- 
eries were looped back; silver 
and crystal bowls spilled bright 
tropical flowers. It could have 
been a vacation housé anywigre 
in America—except for brocade 
wall hangings, fine pictures, 
and silver massed on the din- 
ing room buffet. 

Here was a senior Army wife 
guiding a young Army wife, giv- 
ing hope and comfort. Mamie 
was young enough to be a 
daughter of this spirited wom- 
an; she was junior in every way. 
Mamie knew her place—you 
just didn’t become chummy 
with a — s wife. 

Afterward, a happier Mamie 
followed her husband down the 
trail to their waiting car. 

Labor was plentiful, but not 
overly vigorous—always the case 
in the slow-moving tropics; so 
Mamie found it necessary not 


‘only to boss the clean-up, but to 


slosh and scrub with bristles and 
water, while men hacked out the 
garden’s undergrowth and other 
men scraped away mold and 
hammered new boards and fix-

tures into the house. 


At last the porches were 
screened, and a cook and house- 
boy helped to unpack and ar- 
range the familiar Stateside be- 
longings in the freshly painted 
rooms. The help was willing but 
untrained in American ways, and 
the language barrier was a prob- 
lem. The cook stubbornly re- 
fused to keep the meat off the 
kitchen floor. Mamie never was 
able to enforce her rule that 
ehickens be killed out of ear- 
shot. Sure as fate, a final flut- 
ter and squawk would break the 
afternoon stillness when chicken 
was on the night’s menu. That 
put an end to Mamie’s appetite. 

None of. the housewives 
trusted her cook to do market- 
ing, either at the post commis- 
sary or aboard the fresh fruit 
and vegetable barge that tied up 
shortly after daybreak in the 
big ditch below camp. Mamie, 
like the rest of the wives, would 
collect baskets and string — 
and set out on foot shortly 
6 a.m. for the tramp down 
steep slanting road to the brink 
of the cut. 

The walk was always one long 
ache for her feet; but no walk, 
no fresh food for the day—it 
was as rudimentary as that. The 
barge, operated by the Army 
Quartermaster Corps on a strict 
schedule, had to transact its bus- 
iness and be on its way before 
the day’s regular ship traffic 
began moving through the canal. 

Mamie’s husband, as executive 
officer to Gen. Conner, found 
himself drawn professionally and 
personally to his senior. Mrs. 
Conner has vivid memories of 
their relationship. “I never saw 
two men more congenial than 
Ike Eisenhower and ‘my hus- 
band,” she said. “They spent 
hours discussing wars, past and 
future. Fox always felt that the 
Versailles peace treaty had been 
a perféct breeder for a new war 
that would take place in about 
20 years. Ike became convinced 
that ~Fox was right. Ike has 
often said that my husband -had 
more influence on him than any 
officer he served under.” 

Living in the jungle-surround- 
ed Army headquarters had some 
pleasant aspects, but Mrs. Eisen- 
hower never did become recon- 
ciled to the wildlife. Mggquitoes, 
lizards, ants and snakes—pests 
of the first order—were mild in 
comparison to the nightly pres- 
ence of bats. No amount of 
screening, or careful closing of 
doors and windows barred the 
flying mammals. Every so often 
one would flatten ‘its way be- 
tween boards to zoom through 
the rooms and go smack on walls 
or ceilings. 

Before Mamie provided her 
husband with a bat net, he did 
battle with his sword against 
the intruders. Miserable under 
a sheet, pillow or towel—any- 
thing she could grab to protect 
her head—Mamie’s terror verged 
on laughter as she watched her 
home’s defender leap from chair 
to table to bed, lashing and slash- 
ing at the elusive quarry. 

“Ike was so grim and earnest, 
I didn’t dare laugh,” she says. 
“His long leaps and fancy sword- 
play on the furniture were a 
riot. I kept thinking of Douglas 
Fairbanks, the great leaper and 
jumper and.-swordsman of the 
movieg. Only, Fairbanks didn’t 
fight bats.”

OWN to Caip Gaillard from 
the high snows of Denver 
came Mr. and Mrs. Doud and 

their daughter, “‘Mike,” now a 
soft-spoken, beau-busy miss of 
sixteen. The trip was ostensibly 
for pleasure, but there was an 
undercurrent of serious purpose. 
Mamie’s letters to her parents 
during the year she had been in 
Panama, while not exactly woe 
ful, had not been full of cheer. 
She disliked the heat, the lack 
of Stateside conveniences. Now 
that a second baby was in pros- 
pect, Mr. and Mrs. Doud thought 


it was wrong to leave Ike-to deal 


alone with Mamie’s geographic 
unhappiness. 

Mamie’s hair was ‘now short— 

and she wore bangs. Mrs. Eis- 
enhower is positive that she cut 
her hair for comfort, and not 
to conform to prevailing fashion, 
She cannot recall the circum- 
stances of, her first clip. The 
bangs that have since become 


‘ her distinguishing feature were 


also so casually come by that 
she hasn’t the faintest recollec- 
tion of adopting them. . 

“I don’t remember having my 
hair cut,” she says, “It must 
have been right after we settled 
in Panama. I guess the bangs 
took the place of the dips of 
long hair I wore to cover, my 
high forehead. I just have 
photographs to go by. Pictures 
taken before we went to Panama 
show me with long hair; after 
that I was bobbed and banged. “ 

The hot, humid days of Pana- 
ma’s “winter” passed, and the 
time drew near for her family 
to leave. Mamie and Ike reached 
the sensible conclusion that she 
should go with them. He would 
use his accumulated leave and 
join her in Denver late in July, 
just before the baby was ex- 
pected,

Back in Colorado scarcely a 
month, Mamie had word from 
her husband that he was leav- 
ing on the next Army transport. 
Here was news too good to be 
true—something was up. He had 
come north to enter Fitzsimons 
Army General Hospital in Den- 
ver to have hjs_ chronically 
bothersome appendix removed. 

The operation was without 
eomplications; Ike was home in 
10 days and was completely re- 
covered as the hours narrowed 
down to his wife’s confinement. 
In the early morning hours of 
Aug. 3, 1922, he roused Mr. and 


Mrs. Doud. 


In a matter of minutes Mr. 
Doud had the car backed out of 
the garage; the night was fad- 
ing. By breakfast time John 
Sheldon Doud Eisenhower was 
crying luStily in the manner of 
all healthy new-born infants. 
Never was a little boy more 
wanted. His father, mother and 
grandparents reached a pinnacle 
of happiness that August morn- 
ing.

KE had to return to his Pan- 
| ama duty the following week, 

but he left easy in mind. His 
wife was smiling; Johnnie was 
husky and hungry. 

John was three months old 
when his mother took him to 
Panama, For the next two years 
he lived’ a healthy babyhood 
in the big, screened house over- 
looking Gaillard Cut. 

His mother resumed her morn- 
ing habit of “beating the trail” 
through the hedge to visit next 
door with Virginia Conner. The 
General’s wife, mother of two 
daughters of marriageable age 
and a son at West Point, was a 
good counter-balance .for her 
young neighbor. She met Mamie’s 
fears with common sense. Warm 
and vibrant, an organizer and 
a doer, Virginia Conner continu- 
ally urged Mamie to activity out- 
side the confines of home- 
making. 

Mamie told the general’s wife 
that she thought it “a crying 
shame” that no children’s or 
maternity ward was provided for 
the families of enlisted men 
from Camp Gaillard, most of 
whom were Puerto Ricans. Mrs. 
Conner leaped to the idea. 

A collection would have to 
be taken up to outfit a small 
post hospital. The Army had no 
funds for such an “undertaking, 
but probably would assign some 
run-down building that could 
be converted into a small hos- 
pital. If Mamie would agree 
to head the fund-raising commit- 
tee for the project, Mrs. Conner 
would &ct as sponsor. 

Mamie accepted the challenge, 
though she knew it would be a 
long and difficult job to obtain 
donations totaling over $1000 
from the limited number of of- 
ficer families living on the post, 
most of whom needed every cent 
of pay for personal expenses.

It pa the first time Mamie’s 
talent ag an organizer of smooth- 
running social functions had to 
wrestle with a large and im- 
portant party. And wrestie she 
did. Often the success of the 
undertaking hinged on a narrow 
margin of ingenuity and impro- 
visation. Starting out with a 
sheaf of check-lists, she put first 
things first, beginning with the 
menu, then working over into 
table decorations and table serv- 
ice. She wanted the tables to 
gleam with silver set, on fine 
linen; finally she canvassed the 
homes of other officers’ wives 
and was able to borrow the 
needed articles. 

On tenterhooks until the ban-

Conner found it difficult to rec- 
oncile the awards from grateful 
nations with the demeanor of 
the quiet, plain-speaking man at 
her side. Ike Eisenhower and 
Gen. Eisenhower had remained 
the same. 


“Ike displayed that rarest of 
all qualities, the humbleness of 
true greatness,” she said. “In 
manner and voice, in the quick 
gestures, the robust laugh, he 
was to all outward appearances 
the same intense young man who 
had been my husband’s assist- 
ant. And Mrs. Eisenhower was 
the same _ full-of-fun Mamie 
who used to sit on my front 
porch in Panama and discuss the 
problems of the day.”

EW players appreciate the 

delicate art of false-carding. 

Given a holding of A-K-x in 
a suit, they invariably win with 
the ace, to give the impression 
to the defenders that they lack 
the king. Sometimes this is the 
wise course, but in other cases 
the play of the KING is abso- 
lutely vital. Here’s a simple il- 
lustration. ° 


South, dealer 
North-South vulnerable 


The bidding: 
South West North East 


1N.T. 2@ 2N.T. Pass 
3N.T. Pass Pass Pass 


West opened the spade queen. 
South thought about ducking, 
but he was naturally afraid of 
a diamond shift, so he won the 
trick with his spade ace and 
hopefully tried the club finesse. 
East.won and, doubtless think- 
ing of nothing but the fact that 
his partner had bid spades, re- 
turned the spade seven. South 
won and promptly cashed four 
clubs and three hearts, fulfill- 
ing the contract. 


It was declarer who made the 
first error in this hand—he 
should have won the first trick 
with the spade king. It was 
all too possible that the club 
finesse would lose, and if it did 
East would know, if the spade 
ace had won the first trick, that 
the spake king was also in the 
closed hand, since West certain- 
ly would not have led the queen 
if he had held a suit headed by 
king-queen. If, however, South 
took the first trick with the 
spade king, for all East could 
tell West might have led from 
an original spade holding of 
A-Q-J-x-x. Since South most 
certainly did not want a dia- 
mond shift, he should have 
grasped the chance to mislead 
oe agg to the true spade situa- 

on. 

As it was, East not only should 
have shifted to diamonds, but (it 
should be observed) he would 
have had to shift to the diamond 
jack as the only means of taking 
all four tricks in that suit.

Lovelight Chiffon Cake’ 


By Edith M. Barber 


XPERIENCED tooks are al- 

ways being surprised by the 

different results obtainable 
with the same ingredients in 
slightly different proportions. 
This is illustrated by the new 
version of the popular chiffon 
cake. 

The demand for a chiffon 
cake which could be baked in 
layer pans has resulted in the 
“Lovelight Chiffon Cake.” ‘The 
panel of testers used the adjec- 
tives “lovely” and “light” to 
give the cake its title. 


They credit the meringue that 
is the base of the recipe for its 
success. With various fillings 
and various frostings the yellow 
cake can take on a dozen or s0 
personalities. i 


Although the yellow cake was 


-lovely and light, the chocolate 


cake was even more delicious, 
in my opinion. Although I am 
not usually a great cake eater. 
I finished every crumb of my 
portion at a luncheon where 
these cakes were launched. 
“Lovelight” Yellow 2-Egg 
Chiffon Cake. 


Two egg whites. 1% cups 


‘sugar. 


2% cups sifted cake 
flour. Three teaspoons double- 
action baking powder. One tea- 
spoon salt. 1-3 cup salad oil. 
One cup milk. 14% teaspoons va- 
nilla extract. Two egg yolks. 

Beat egg whites until frothy, 
Gradually beat in 42 cup sugar 
and continue beating until very 
stiff and glossy. Sift remaining 
sugar, cake flour, baking pow- 
der, salt into another bowl. Pour 
- oil, 4% cup milk and flavor- 
ng.
